Review oí the Third W eek’s Session 
of General Assembly. 


SOME OF THE PENDING BILLS 


Status of Important Measures—Public 
Meeting to Discuss Question 
of Capital Punishment.

Denver, Jan. 19.—The 
third 
week's 
Session of the general assembly v.it- 
nessed the election of a succe.'isor to 
Benator W oltott and the members have 
eettlefl down to hard work. 
The se.s- 
Blons of both houses are longer a.itl 
ivhen adjournm ents are 
taken 
the 
members repair to the several com m it­ 
tee rooms and spend much time In the 
consideration of bills. 
The center of attraction at present 
Js confined to a number of bills and 
resolutions th at have either been adopt­ 
ed or are pending. They are as follows; 
In the senate, the capital punlshmoiit 
bill, the constitutional ajnendment hill 
and thè Rush bill, having for its objoct 
the consolidation of the county of A rap­ 
ahoe and the city of Denver. 
. In the house, the Denver city charter 
rule am endm ent and the appointment 
of the Denver city charter and consti­ 
tutional am endm ent coir.mlttrc.'!. 
Jointly, the coal strike committee, the 
revenue bills and the committee to n r - 
ommend am endm ents to the McCreery 
law. 
Capital Punishment, 
The bill to repeal tne present law 
abolishing capital punishment, was to 
have been made a special order of bus­ 
iness for Friday morning but by con- 
Bent it was laid over until next Tues­ 
day morning in order th a t an open par­ 
liam ent meeting could be held in the 
senate chamber Monday night at which 
tim e the public Is invited to attend and 
express its views. 
There have been so many bills intro­ 
duced in both houses, having for their 
object some change in the state con­ 
stitution th at they alone would occupy 
.the entire time of the legislature. 
The 
senate has decided to postpone consid­ 
eration of all such bills until after the 
first thirty days of the session are 
over. 
It is generally understood that 
the revenue bills ivill be given prefer­ 
ence over all. 
The Rush Bill. 
The Rush bill as outlined in previous 
Issues of the G azette has occupied the 
attention of the senate-f'either in its 
com m ittee room or on the floor of the 
senate a greater part of the week. The 
iriends of the bill claim that It will 
Bave the Denver taxpayers $150.000 an- 
hually in doing aw ay with one corpora­ 
tion. The bill, if It becomes a law. will 
provide for the consolljlation 
of 
the 
school districts under one board of ed­ 
ucation. I t enables the voters to select 
a commission to draft a charter and 
also gives the voters the right to refuse 
the charter if it Is not satisfactory. The 
opponents of the bill give as their reas­ 
on th a t home rule could not be realized 
in D enver for two years even if the bill 
did become a law. 
The organization of the house will be 
completed M onday as Mr. Montgomery 
has announced th ^t he will then name 
the members who will constitute the 
D enver city charter and constitutional 
am endm ent committees. 
The speaker 
has deferred these appointm ents until 
he could give them complete study. 
Denver City Charter.

all the time. 
Those who are in favor 
of striking out the obnoxious words 
can not understand why so much op­ 
position is brought to bear against It 
as no real reason for their being there 
has been offered.

Jointly, the coal strike is perhaps of 
most importance. 
There has been a 
committee appiiinted to make an inves­ 
tigation and if possible ascertain soirie 
means for relief. 
The conimiltee will 
begin work iinmediately. 
The assemlily has expressed no de- 
.slre to pass a suitable revenue law and 
concurrent 
resolutions 
have

adopted providing that no appropria­ 
tions will be made other than those 
necessary for the expenses of the stale 
officers and the assembly, until after 
a suitable revenue bill has become a 
law.

Pauncefote treaty with am endm ents of 
its own, and it is not expected that 
these British am endm ents will be ac­ 
ceptable to the United States senate. 
W hether or not this expectation is 
based on advices from Mr. Choate or 
communications from Lord Pauncefote. 
it is not possible to determine. In either 
case the communications must neces- 
‘¡arily have been informni in advance 
of the action nf the Hritish govern­ 
ment itself on the treaty. 
The ofti- 
clals here say frankly th at they have 
no knowledge of the character of these 
probable British amendments, so it Is 
likeij- that the opinion that they will 
be unacci.p:abie to the senate is based 
on nothing more than a general un­ 
derstanding as to the feeling in tho 
senate toward the whole canal project 
on the one side anrl on the other of 
the broad purpose of the British gov­ 
ernment to avoid a complete abandon­ 
ment of the interests it has hereto­ 
fore ilaim ed and asserted over tho 
Isthmian transit. 


PHILIPPINE ELECTORS. 
Manila. Jan. 19.—The section of the 
municipal code relating to the quali­ 
fications of electors was much discussed 
today before the Philippine commis­ 
sion. The bill requires voters to own 
real estate to the value of five hundred 
pesos or to pay taxes to the am ount of 
thirty pesos or upw ards and be males 
upw ards of 23 years of age who speak, 
read and write English or Spanish. All 
are required to swear allegiance to the 
United States. 
Judge Taft, president of the commis­ 
sion, promised to amend the bill so as 
to include men paying tw enty 
pesos 
taxes. 
Buencamino and other Federal party 
leaders object to the feature empower­ 
ing the provincial governors to deter­ 
mine the legality of the elections of 
the local officers. 
The effect of the section covering the 
taxation of church properties will be 
to largely put the assessm ent in coun­ 
try districts on persons to whom the 
friars have nominally transferred the 
large tracts of land which they for­ 
merly claimed to own. The friars left 
ali the country districts during the 
d isttrbed periods. 
Large holdings of 
land and business property in Manila 
are owned directly by the churches. 
As a sim ilar provision for the taxation 
of church properties will be included in 
a separate bill for the civil governm ent 
of Manila, that question will then be 
more directly at issue.

CRISIS IN

The most hot-headed of the foreign­ 
ers in Venezuela go .so far as to say 
th a t if the W ashington authorities do 
n ot take steps to protect American citi­ 
zens all foreigners may as well leave 
the country. The officers of the Scor­ 
pion are quoted as saying that the di­ 
plom atic corps at Caracas is unanimous 
on this point, as are all the foreigners. 
They adm it, however, that the United 
S tates m inister at Caracas. Mr. F ran ­ 
cis B. Loomis, is working vigorously In 
th e efforts to arrange m atters. 
The most recent developments in tho 
trouble in Venezuela were the seizures 
by the authorities at Ciudad, Bolivia 
fan im portant commercial town of Ven­ 
ezuela and capital of the state of Bol­ 
ivar. situated on the right bank of the 
Orinoco, 37 miles by w ater from the 
sea) of two steam ers belonging to the 
Orinoco company. 
This concern is an 
English corporation, but 90 per cent, 
of the capital is American. Tho m an­ 
ager of the company Is Mr. Morgan of 
New York. The Orinoco company has 
a. large fleet of steam ers used for navi- 
satln g the Orinoco river. Two of these 
steam ers were seized 
by the Vene­ 
zuelan authorities during the last rev­ 
olution. and it is said they were ruined. 
The concession of the Orinoco com- 
gpaqy was recently annulled oa the 


ground that it was illegal and the opin­ 
ion prevails th at it will be driven from 
business and all the money invested 
bv the shareholders will be lost unless 
the British or American governments 
Intervene. 
Mr. Loomis is 
using his 
good othces to save the two steam ers 
recently óeized. 
The United States le­ 
gation at Caracas, however, is over­ 
whelmed with work and the com pany’s 
business has been stopped. 
It is as­ 
serted that the company has unpaid 
claims against the 
governm ent for 
S.'jOO.OOO. 
It is further asserted that hundreds 
of legitimately conducted foreign en­ 
terprises have been ruined in Latin 
.\h'erica during the last .fO years by 
looting officials and revolutions, and it 
Is alleged that an attem pt is now being 
made to "snueeze" the Bermuda As­ 
phalt company for about $.'>00,000, and, 
according to tho reports which reached 
here today. If the company does not 
nav thi'5 amount to the Venezuelan of- 
ticials 
its property, said to be worth 
several million dolían, will be taken 
unless the United States governm ent 
iniervenes. 
If the most re< ent Venezuelan reports 
are tr, be believed the anti-governm ent 
disturbances there are confined to small 
revolutionary movements in the east­ 
ern part of Venezuela.

It Is intended to have the depot at 
Saragossa provided with every facility 
for loading and unloading.

The Massing of Population is 
Ruinous. 
The crowded sections of the more pop­ 
ulous sections of large cities we have 
been accustomed to view with a measure 
of horror. 
The density of population In 
London, Paris, Berlin and other cities 
of tho old world, is described in many 
voluminous treatises respecting the prob­ 
lems they present. 
But It is becoming 
apparent that we are in danger of like 
conditions in our American centers. 
I 
have just seen a chart showing that in 
New York there is an average of nearly 
nineteen persons to a dwelling. 
In Ho­ 
boken, the average is between twelve 
and thirteen; in Fall River, from eleven 
to twelve: In Jersey City, Chicago, and 
Boston, between 
eight and nine. 
This 
chart represents the census ten years ago, 
and, when one takes into consideration 
the number of dwellings in which only 
two or three persons live, the average 
is much larger and more serious. 
The 
problem has become almost universal, for 
at the same time, (thanks to modern 
Improvement 
and 
rapid transit.) more 
fortunate families are gravitating to the 
suburbs. 
The others, of course, less 
fortunate, have to remain in the crowded 
and ever crowding sections, 
M anhat­ 
tan's present average of dwellers to a 
dwelling Is estimated to be twenty-three 
persons, which Is simply ruinous from the 
standpoint of good health' or of sound 
morals.—(Balllngton 
Booth, In January

sor Ellwood Mead, W 'ho for the past 
two years has been the governm ent ex­ 
pert in charge of the work of irri­ 
gation experiments, is in W ashington 
and will rem ain here during the re­ 
m ainder of the w'inter. W hile here he 
will have charge of the issuance of 
various reports of his departm ent, m a­ 
terial for which was gathered during 
the past summer season in the field. 
In speaking of the work of the irri­ 
gation investigation. Professor Mead 
says th at two general lines of investi­ 
gation are being pursued. 
First, the 
study of laws and institutions relating 
to irrigation in different regions; and. 
second, the determ ination of the actual 
use made of the irrigation waters. 
This work is clearly differential from 
th at of the geological survey, which 
deals with the determ ination of the w a­ 
ter supply of stream s gagings and the 
location of reservoir sites by topo­ 
graphical sitrveys. 
The survey deals 
with questions of Irrigation above the 
canal; his office deals with those below 
the canal. That is, the departrtient of 
agrlcuUure deals with the distribution 
of w ater and its use by farm ers and 
horticulturists. 
Every effort is made 
to avoid duplicating tho work of the 
survey. 
In several states his office is 
working alongslae the survey, and a 
definite field of work is being covered 
by each agency. 
W'ork has been done 
or Is in progress this year in 17 states 
and territories, as follows: 
Arizona.—M easurements of the duty 
of w ater In the Salt River valley by a 
special agent and in co-operation with 
the Arizona experiment stations. 
C alifornia.-A 
comprehensive study 
of the w ater rights, irrigation laws 
and practices, and the distribution and 
duty of w ater on eight typical stream s 
in different parts of the state as fol­ 
lows; Salinas river. San Joaquin river, 
Yuba river, Los Angeles river, Susan 
niver, 
Sweetw ater 
river and 
Cache 
river. This work Is conducted by spe­ 
cial agents of the departm ent and in 
co-operation with me California W a­ 
ter and 
Forest 
association, the Uni­ 
versity of California, and Leland S tan­ 
ford university. The California W ater 
and Forest associatlor! has contributed 
over $5,000 to the.se investigations. This 
Is the most comprehensive Investigation 
regarding irrigation laws, custom s and 
conditions which has been undertaken 
in this country. A report on this work 
is now ready for publication. 
Colorado.—A report on the rights of 
w ater i:rom the Big Thompson river, 
showing how w ater rights are estab­ 
lished and protected in Colorado, by 
the state engineer, and a study of the 
system of the storage of w ater on the 
Poudre river by a special agant of the 
departm ent.

“Irrigation in F ru it Growing" (bulle­ 
tin No. 116. p. 48), as a practical tre a t­ 
ise on this subject by a horticulturist 
of long experience in California. 
■ 'Rice and F uture of Irrigation in the 
U nited States” (Y ear Book of the De­ 
partm ent of A griculture, 1000, pp. 591- 
612), is a concise presentation of the 
history, with brief statem ents regard­ 
ing some of the most im portant prob­ 
lems effecting fu rther development of 
our irrigation systems. 
"The Use of W ater in Irrigation” 
(bulletin No. 66, p 
253) discusses in 
detail the results of investigations on 
the duty of w ater in eight states of 
the arid region. 
It records results of 
the system atic m easurem ents of the 
am ount of w ater actually used on a 
large number of farm s In widely-sep­ 
arated portions of this region. This is 
the most complete collection of data 
on this subject ever published.

Senator Stew art 
has proposed an 
am endm ent to the Indian appropriation 
bill relative to the opening of Indian 
reservations to prospectors and inineis 
of gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc and 
coal. The am endm ent has been adopt­ 
ed by the sub-com m ittee on Indian a f­ 
fairs and Is now pending before the 
full committee. Should the am endm ent 
bo incorporated In the Indian bill and 
become a law, it will work a revolution 
in m ining m atters of the west. 
Some 
of the most valuable m ineral prospects 
are known to exist within the bound­ 
aries of the various Indian reservations, 
notably in Arizona, Utah, W yoming, 
and possibly in Colorado. 
Miners and 
prospectors are shut out from the res­ 
ervations by the regulations of the In ­ 
dian departm ent. 
It Is proposed by 
Senator Stew art's am endm ent th a t per­ 
mission shall be given to exploit these 
prospects, and if m ineral is found th a t 
the miners shall pay a royalty to the 
governm ent which will be used for the 
benefit of the Indians. 
It is claimed 
by Senator Stew art and other w estern 
senators favoring the am endm ent th a t 
many millions of dollars are locked up 
in the vast solitudes of Indian reser­ 
vations by the relentless rules of the 
secretary of the interior, under which 
miners and prospectors are barred fom 
undertaking any m ining operations In 
the Indian country. 


Representative Newlands of N evada 
gave a notable dinner Tuesday even­ 
ing, at which his guests were a num ­ 
ber of western representatives, prom i­ 
nent leaders of the house, and d ep art­ 
m ent officials. Among those who were 
present were R epresentatives Dalzoll, 
Lacy, 
Steele, 
Grosvenor, 
Littlefield, 
Mondell. 
Shafroth, King, 
Moody of 
M assachusetts, Secretary H itchcock of 
the Interior departm ent, and D irector 
W olcott 
of 
the 
geological 
survey. 
Speeches were made by a num ber of 
the gentlemen, the topic being prob­ 
lems presented by proposd reclam ation 
of western arid lands. Secretary H itch­ 
cock, who was one of the speakers, said 
he approved of the principle of arid 
land reclam ation by the governm ent, 
and believed th at the time was at hand 
when some steps m ust be taken to ac­ 
complish this. Messrs. Newlands. Mon­ 
dell and Shafroth explained the v ari­ 
ous Irrigation problems and opportuni­ 
ties for arid land reclam ation in their 
respective states. 
It is the intention 
of western representatives, notw ith­ 
standing the discouraging outlook for 
securing governm ent aid for the west, 
to keep up the agitation, and they be­ 
lieve th at good dinners will serve to 
overcome much of the opposition of 
some of the eastern members. 


Senator H oar’s bill for the suppress­ 
ion of train robbery in the territories 
has been reported favorably by the 
senate committee on Judiciary, and Is 
one of the meritorious measures pend­ 
ing which will probably become a law 
at this session of congress. In report­ 
ing the bill the com mittee has elim ina­ 
ted the death penalty and it now pro­ 
vides th at the offense shall be pun­ 
ished by imprisonment not exceeding 
tw enty year.s. or by fine not exceeding 
five thousand dollars, 6r both, a t the 
discretion of the court. 


The recent decision of the Interstate 
commerce commission in the case of 
the Denver cham ber of commerce vs. 
various railroad lines, affords an apt 
Illustration of the inefficiency of the 
law under which the commission exists. 
Under this law, rulings of the commis­ 
sion upon com plaints 
made 
against 
the railroad company afford no redress 
to the com plainants, even if the rul­ 
ings are favorable to them. 
Under the present law, as Interpreted 
by the courts, the commission has no 
authority to prescribe w hat the ca r­ 
rier shall do, when it Is determined 
that it Is in violation of the provisions 
of the act, to bring it into conform ity 
therewith. 
The commission can go no 
farther than to condemn an existing 
rate or practice, when found upon a 
full hearing to be unreasonable or dis­ 
crim inative, and the carrier may ex­ 
culpate Itself by m aking a merely frac, 
tional change in the rate or a trifling 
variation in practice, which may afford 
no practical relief to the sufferer. F u r­ 
ther, any order the commission may 
make, within its recognized lawful au ­ 
thority. if not complied with, can be 
enforced only by m eans of a w rit of 
iniunction or other 
proper 
process, 
m andatory or otherwise, issued by a 
circuit court of the United States, up­ 
on petition of the commission, or the 
party interested, after hearing and de­ 
term ining the m atter, such determ ina­ 
tion being subject to appeal to the su­ 
preme court of the United States. 
W hat is known as the Cullom bill, 
by which It Is sought to obtain leg­ 
islation whereby the decisions of the 
commissions may be made 
effective, 
is now on the senate calendar and pe­ 
titions from commercial bodies from all 
parts of the country are being sent 
to members urging its passage. 


"My visit here is the result of an 
article recently published in the Colo­ 
rado newspapers in reference to the 
proposed construction of an interna­ 
tional dam on the Rio Grande river,” 
said Governor Otero of New Mexico, 
the other evening at the Shoreham.

The existence of su r­ 
plus capital looking for new fields of 
investm ent fias had a tendency to eli­ 
m inate the sm all-scale lum berm an; nnd 
the policy of European states in rigidly 
lim iting the annual cut of lum ber to 
som ething like the rate of increase in 
the grow th ot forest has forced E uro­ 
pean 
lum ber-consum ing 
interests to 
come to the United States and Canada, 
especially for hard woods and lum ber 
for building purposes. As a result, the 
foreign lum ber trade 
of 
the 
United 
States has grown enormously. 
W ithin 
quite recent years it 
has 
developed 
from a local to a world wide commer­ 
cial movement. 
In the foreign trade, 
the 
A tlantic 
ports, the Gulf porta and those on the 
northern Pacific 
coast 
have 
shared 
most liberally. More lum ber is now be­ 
ing shipped from these ports and from 
the country as a whole than at any 
previous time In the history of the 
country. 
The total exports of timber, 
lum ber and m anufactured wood for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1900. am ount­ 
ed to *50,598,416. 
Im ports of 
corre­ 
sponding products, however, am ounted 
to *20,591,908, showing a balance of al­ 
most exactly $30,000,000 of exports of 
this class over imports. 
About halt 
of these im ports came from Canada, 
consisting m ainly of planks, 
boards, 
logs and shingles as the four principal 
items. 
A nother 
principal 
feature in 
our tim ber im ports is the tropical tim ­ 
ber, including Cuban m ahogany and 
cedar, Mexican m ahogany and cedar, 
and mahogany from Central and South 
America and Africa, 
The wooded area of the United States, 
according to the United States geologi­ 
cal survey is 1,094,496 square miles, or 
37 per cent of the land area. From this 
standing supply of tim ber it Is esti­ 
m ated th a t from 1,830 billions to 2,300 
billions of board m easure feet of lum ­ 
ber are available. 
The annual lum ber 
cut has been estim ated fop-the year 
1899 a t 40 billions of B. M. feet: th at Is, 
we cut approxim ately 2 per cent ot our 
national tim ber resources annually. Of 
this cut 13 billions are credited to the 
lake region, 10 billions to the southern 
states, six billions to the northw est and 
North A tlantic states, five billions to 
the central sates, four to the Pacific 
states, and two billions to the m ountain 
states, according to the New Orleans 
Lum ber Trade Journal. 
These figures 
are, however, only an approxim ation 
on the p art of those fam iliar w ith the 
industry as a w'hole; yet they Indi­ 
cate th at our tim ber supply is not dis­ 
appearing at an alarm ing rate, provid­ 
ed the destructive w aste of forest fires 
can be prevented. The tim bered terri­ 
tory of the country covers five differ­ 
ent sections, from which commercial 
distribution is made. 
Beginning w ith 
N p w , England, the output of Maine is 
still the leading feature of this sec­ 
tion; and the middle states, from the 
Adlrondacks and northw estern Penn­ 
sylvania, still 
supply 
a considerable 
m arket of more or less local character. 
The greatest areas of standing tim ber 
are found, in the southern states where 
the long leaf and the short leaf pine 
and the cypress are the leading fea­ 
tures. In the lake region of the north­ 
west, including Michigan, 
W isconsin 
and M innesota, we have the largest 
output, where the w hite pine and hem­ 
lock are the leading features. The P a ­ 
cific coast section 
Includes 
the pine 
and fir forests of W ashington and Ore­ 
gon and the red wood of California as 
the leading kinds of tim ber. The Rocky 
Mountain states are as yet of subordi­ 
nate commercial Importance compared 
with the southern, northw estern 
and 
Pacific states. A comparison of south­ 
ern exports of timber, lum ber and m an­ 
ufactures thereof w ith the total from 
the United States shows th a t southern 
porta furnish 88 per cent of the sawn 
tim ber exported; 81 per cent of the 
hewn tim ber: 74 per cent of the logs, 
etc.; 68 per cent of the boards, deals 
and planks; 77 per cent of the joists and 
scantlings; 51 per cent of the shingles; 
72 per cent of the staves; 75 per cent 
ot all other lum ber and 19 per cent of 
the m anufactured lum ber—a 
rem ark­ 
able exhibit of 
the progress 
which 
southern lum ber products have made in 
our foreign trade. 
On the Pacific coast lum bering on a 
large scale has been carried to a high 
degree of perfection, especially in the 
state of 'W ashington 
in ' the Puget 
Sound country. In Oregon on the Co­ 
lum bia river, and In northern Califor­ 
nia In the Eureka red wood district. 


rises to the level of lum ber prices in­ 
discrim inate cutting w ill 
be 
largely 
abandoned; trie more far-sighted policy 
of scientific forestry will prevail and 
forest fires will be system atically pre­ 
vented or controlled. 


W ith an agreem ent reached upon cer­ 
tain am endm ents to tlie shipping bill, 
suggested by Senators Aldrich, Spoon­ 
er, McMillan and Allison, which Sen­ 
ato r F rye and other friends of the bill 
are now considering, the Republicans 
win present a u n ited ,fro n t in favor ot 
th a t m easure and will thus be able to 
fru strate the filibustering tactics of its 
enemies. 
■ ihese am endm ents, the m ost Im port­ 
ant of which relate to the length of 
contract and ex tra speed compesation, 
are now being considered by Senator 
Frye and other members of the com­ 
merce com mittee, and when 
Senator 
Aldrich returns to the city tom orrow 
there will be a fu rth er conference with 
a view to adusting any differences th at 
m ay still exist. A spirit of'conciliation 
prevails am ong the senators directly 
Interested and there is little doubt that 
an agreem ent satisfactory to all hands 
will be reached. 
As In several other 
cases some of the concessions dem and­ 
ed are m ainly due to lack of Inform a­ 
tion as to the true m eaning of the pro­ 
visions ot the bill. 
W hen once these 
details are fully understood and it is 
made plain th a t no one com pany se­ 
cures an undue advantage there will be 
little difficulty in adjusting any differ­ 
ences th a t m ay now exist. 
Fresh 
evidence 
of 
the 
improved 
chances of the shipping bill is to be 
found In the long draw n out debate 
on the arm y bill. If its opponents were 
sincere in their declarations th a t the 
shipping bill Is dead there would be no 
occasion for the 
fllibustering 
tactics 
they have resorted to in connection 
with the arm y bill. 
On the contrary, 
they know th a t the steering comnilttce 
Is firm in Its Intention to press the 
shipping bill to a vote and they are 
simply 
prolonging 
discussion ot the 
arm y bill in the hope th a t the appro­ 
priation bills w'lll soon be com ing along 
In sufficient num bers to crowd out the 
shipping bill. 
If Senator Frye were to take the ad­ 
vice ot some of tho advocates of the 
bill he w'ould give Its enemies a dose ot 
their own medicine by using the river 
and harbor bill as a club for the defense 
of the shipping bill. 
M any senators, 
particularly those on the Democratic 
side, hailing from states along the Miss­ 
issippi river are vastly more concerned 
about the passage of the river and h ar­ 
bor bill than they can possibly be in 
their opposition to the shipping bill. 
Any threat, therefore, to hold up the 
river and harbor bill would necessarily 
tend to Improve the chances of the 
shipping bill. 
Tho commerce com m it­ 
tee will have control of the river and 
harbor bill and if th a t com m ittee were 
to give careful consideration to each 
of the m any item s In the bill several 
weeks m ight very properly be devoted 
to the dlscu-ssion of th at m easure before 
It comes out of com mittee, w ith far 
less reason for com plaint th an there Is 
for the action of the opponents of tho 
shipping bill in prolonging discussion 
on the arm y bill. 
There Is no intention, however, on 
the p art of Senator Frye or any other 
member of the commerce com m ittee to 
resort to this kind of tactics. The p u r­ 
pose is to use every legitim ate means 
to press the shipping bill to an early 
vote and to tru st to the m erits of the 
m easure for its passage, leaving all 
filibustering honors to "the other side. 


The Elements of Geo'^ Westing- 
house’s Sucqe^s..: 
No doubt it will be of ipterest to state 
briefly w hat are the characteristics, as 
they show themselves to, those who have 
been thrown with him Intimately, that 
have contributed to Mr. Westinghouse's 
success and to making him one of the 
very foremost ot the great captains’ of 
industry of our time. 
First of all comes 
his genius as an inventor. 
This was the 
foundation. 
Then comes intimate per­ 
sonal knowledge of mechanical processes 
and skill in the use ot tools. 
It will 
have become evident in looking over the 
sketch ot his life th at no one but a man 
possessed of great intellectual capacity 
and keenness could ever have acquired 
the personal acqalntance with so many 
varied phases of englneerslng. 
This en­ 
ables him to be the master of his great 
works, all of which he has personally 
planned, and those who know him best 
understand that, while he does not at­ 
tempt to direct their routine, he never­ 
theless is fully acquainted with all the 
details, is able to discuss them thorough­ 
ly with those charged with their prose­ 
cution, and that ho takes a keen per­ 
sonal Interest in everything new and pro­ 
gressive, so th at when he walks through 
his shops he 
knows Just how work is 
going on, and If the progress has not 
been what it should he calls attention to 
it at once. 
In this respect ho is'probably 
without a peer among the great In­ 
dustrial leaders. 
Many of them ,. as U 
well known, are not technical men, at all, 
and those who are limited to one line. 
It would be a very natural Inference 
that a man ot such great mental power 
and tremendous capacity for work must 
also be ot powerful physique, and such Is 
tho fact. 
Mr, Westinghouse is a splen­ 
did type of physical manhood, standing 
over six feet, and would attract atten­ 
tion anywhere. 
It Is this physique, com­ 
bined with a temperate life and cheerful 
disposition, that has enabled him to en­ 
dure the enormous work which he has 
already accomplished and is still doing.

The Pike’s Peak Consolidated company 
said th at its m ines are ready for w ork­ 
men. 
There are about a thousand tons 
of coal knocked down by the m achines 
and it aw aiting loading. 
They do not 
w ant to go into a row w ith the men. but 
the mines will be w orked by somebody. 
A m eeting of the m en will be held this 
m orning it Is thought. 
The situation is likely to become bad 
for coal. 
Only five ears cam e In yes­ 
terday on any of the roads, and none 
w as brought from north of town. 
The following staem ent w as issued last 
evening by the P ik e's Peak Consolidated 
compa ny: 
To the People of Colorado Springs: 
In view of the deplorable situation of 
the coal m arket and of the fa rt th at a 
coal fam ine seem s very near a t hand the 
officers of the P ike's Peak Consolidated 
Coal com pany m ake this statem ent to the 
public in order th at all m ay be apprised 
as to the exact cause for such conditions. 
About four weeks ago the m iners In the 
coal district north of D enver made a 
strike for Increase In w ages both for 
m achinery and 
for pick m ining. 
The 
N orthern Coal com pany, who are the prin­ 
cipal operators in th at district, refused 
to accede to the dem and. 
About «) per 
cent of all coal m oving into D enver is 
supplied by the N orthern Coal company, 
this soon produced alm ost a coal fam ine 
in Di-iiu-r. 
The strike then comm enced 
to spread by sym pathy to coal m ining 
d istricts in which the m iners have 
grievances ag ain st the operators. 
M ines 
In W yoming, t’tah and in Colorado in the 
Canon City district and lastly In 
the 
Colorado 
Springs 
district 
were closed 
down w ithout any grievances having been 
subm itted to the operators. 
On December .11 a com m ittee represent­ 
ing m iners employed by the P ike's Peak 
Coal com pany w aited on the officers and 
subm itted a grievance as to the price of 
coal 
supplied 
by the com pany to the 
m iners and requested a decrease in hous' 
ren ts and an increase in the price per 
yard for driving entries. 
The company 
m et the dem ands of the m iners and the 
differences were satisfactorily adjusted, 
the m iners statin g they had no further 
grievance ag ain st the company. 
W ork 
was accordingly resumed. 
One week ago the m iners again quit 
work, this tim e w ithout any com m ittee 
w aiting on the operators. 
The com pany 
had no official intim ation as to why the 
m iners went out until Tuesday of this 
week when a com m ittee representing the 
Pike View mine w aited on the operators 
and dem anded 40 cents per ton for load 
ing a fte r the m achines, which am ounted 
to an advance of 60 per cent above the 
price paid by the com petitors of the P ike's 
Peak Consolidated Coal com pany In the 
L afayette district north of Denver, and 
as an acceptance of the proposition would 
m ean practically the giving up of all com ­ 
peting m arkets to other companies the 
P ik e's Peak company w as compelled to 
refuse 
this demand. 
T his increase 
w ages would necessarily have compelled 
an Increase In the price of coal on the 
Colorado Springs m arket. 
On the day before this demand was 
m ade on the P ike's P eak com pany the 
m iners quit w ork on the other mines in 
the district w here all the work w as by 
hand and no m achines were used. 
The 
operators made every effort to ascertain 
w hat was wanted of them in order to put 
the m ines a t work no grievances..having 
been subm itted from the other m iners and 
individual m iners stating th a t they had no 
com plaint to m ake ag ain st the companies. 
It did not develop until T hursday m orn­ 
ing w hat was expected of the operators. 
On W ednesday evening a m ass m eeting 
of the district w as held a t Roswell and 
it w as decided th at the grievances of 
the m iners w ere as follows: 
Increase In pick m ining from ¡(0 cents 
per ton to 63 1-3 cents per ton. 
Increase 
in w ages of track men and drivers from 
$2.50 to $3.00 per day. 
Increase of w ages 
for top men from $2.00 per day to $2.50 
and the price of m achine m ining w as 
again advanced 3V4 cents per ton to 43% 
cents per ton for loading a fte r the m a­ 
chines. 
In percentage th is am ounts to 
an increase of 27 per cent, for pick mining. 
20 per cent for underground day wages, 
25 per cent for top m en and 73 1-3 per cent 
increase in the cost of m achine mining. 
R epresentatives from th e com pany ex­ 
plained to the com m ittee from the m ines 
th at th eir acceptance of th is proposition 
would force the com pany out of business 
as we could not m eet the com petition of­ 
fered by other companies paying 23 to 73 
per cent less for the m ining of their coal. 
The officers of this com pany, however, 
expressed a w illingness to m eet the men 
and to confer fu rth er on the situation as 
the com m ittee expressed a deslro to be 
fair. 
They 
failed 
to retu rn the next 
day to discuss the m atter and the m an­ 
ager of this com pany called a m ass m eet­ 
ing of its employes on Friday a t 
10 
o’clock. 
A t this m ass m eeting a settlem ent w as 
agreed upon on all differences betw een 
this com pany and Its em ployes and the 
m en signified a w illingness to return to 
work if they were perm itted to do so by 
the m iners of the district. A m ass m eet­ 
ing of the d istrict w as then called for 
F riday night in order to assen t to the 
m en's retu rn to work. 
This m orning the 
com pany w ere again w aited upon by a 
representative of the com m ittee who s ta t­ 
ed th a t the m ass m eeting had refused to 
sanction the arrangem ent m ade betw een 
the com pany and its employes, and th at 
the m en could not retu rn to work. 
In the m eantim e the supply of coal in 
the city w as rapidly disappearing and 
the situation becoming serious. The com­ 
pany now feels th a t everything has been 
done which lies w ithin its power to do 
to m eet the dem ands of the m iners. 
We 
have tw ice agreed w ith th e men on term s, 
which they stated a t the tim e were sa tis­ 
factory to them , still th ey failed to retu rn 
to work. 
I t seem s th a t the com pany Is 
unable to tak e any action w hich will In­ 
duce them to return. 
W e feel th at we 
have been m ore th an fair, and Just In 
our dealings w ith th eir representatives. 
W e have even gone to tho extent of of­ 
fering to ship every ton of coal mined 
to the city of Colorado Springs for use 
In this city only. 
W e have taken every 
step to Insure a supply of coal in order 
to a v e rt any th reatened coal fam ine. 
Colorado Springs h as been enjoying coal 
a t low er prices th an any o ther city in 
the state. 
T aking the business of the 
coal com panies y ear in and y ear out they 
have been operating in th is d istrict w ith­ 
out profits under the price heretofore paid. 
The coal Industry of th is d istrict is still 
new and g rea t sum s have been required 
to equip the m ines and to Introduce the 
coal into outside m ark ets w here it has 
had to tight its way. 
The situation now am ounts to this, wo 
have tried in every w ay to bring the 
strike to a speedy an d satisfacto ry close 
b u t It seem s th a t this strik e cannot be 
cured, by local concessions an d the com­ 
pany now proposes to operate th e .mines 
w ithout an y regard to the strik e an d isj 
am ply able to do so.

SENATOR PATTERSON. 


T NOON YESTERDAY the Colorado 
legislature 
elected Thom as M. Patterson as the siircessor to 
Senator W olcott in the senate of the United 
States. 
The result is in no wise a surprise to the people ot 
th e state as it has been quite evident for several days 
th a t the other candidates were not in the running. 
Mr. Patterson has richly earned this prize at the hands 
of the fusion forces. 
Indeed, he could not have been de­ 
feated for the senate w ithout great injury to the fusion 
cause in the state and such an example of party ingrati­ 
tude and indecency as tends not only to demoralize political 
organizations but also political morals. 
Ever since Colorado lias been a state Mr. Patterson 
has been the head and front oi the opposition to the Ho- 
publican party. 
He has been the H ercules and Achilles 
of every party and of every m ovem ent th a t was anti- 
Republican, and around his banner and under his leader­ 
ship have such forces rallied w henever either a partial or 
a complete victory was achieved. 
N either has he made his fights w ithout convictions. 
An astute politician, w ith perhaps his full share of per­ 
sonal am bition and desire for self-advancem ent, yet he has 
swerved less in his advocacy of POLITICAL PRINCIPLES 
during the past tw enty years than any other politician or 
pariy leader in the state, and he has more consistently sup­ 
ported the m easures which were helpful to the plain peo­ 
ple of the state. 
In m any of these contests ho has been 
denom inated an a rran t demagogue and a dangerous man. 
In m any of them he undoubtedly played to the galleries 
and for political effect. 
But to tho.se who know him 
well and who have taken a closer view of his public acts 
than that furnished by the inverted and murky glass of 
the hostile political observer, Mr. Patterson has shown 
great courage and even some heroism in his stand for his 
convictions upon i)ublic questions. 
During the darkest days of the panic of l.S9^. when 
he was forced back to the practice of law to keep his 
new spaper atioat, iiiui wiien iuiiiiuifiil huuicrs uf 
m o r t ­ 
gages were sending him notices on postal cards that he 
had ''better let Ills ))opulist fallacies drop and pay the de­ 
linquent taxes upon his mortgaged property," .Mr, P at­ 
terson stood like a granite wall for the principles he has 
ever since advocated in national, state and city affairs, 
and when b>- bonding just a little in city m atters alone, 
he m ight hnve relieved himself of all financial em barrass­ 
ment. 
There are many things in Mr, P atterson’s political 
career of which we do not approve but that he is one of 
the strongest, brainiest and ablest men in the state, cannot 
be gainsaid. 
He is better equipped for the 
parliam entary 
arena | 
th an any man in the state. 
His oratory has not the cap­ 
tivating grace which characterizes W olcott's efforts, but ; 
Patterson is more of a student than 
W olcott 
and 
his 
speeches are filled with a variety and accuracy of inform a­ 
tion which causes one to marvel at times where and 
■ W'hen he ever found time to acq\iiro it. 
He always carries his audiences with him. and, while 
in the earlier days his sincerity was seriously questioned, 
since the silver fight began, eight years ago, his speeches 
in the state have captured the convictions as well as the 
im aginations ot his audiences. 
T hat Patterson has grown in the past five years Is 
well known to all who have come in contact with him. 
H is mind has broadened and mellow'ed until the aggressive 
law yer and the fighting politician, who reveled in all kinds 
of w arfare, and who was never so unhappy as when peo­ 
ple w anted to be quiet, has really become quite judicial 
in his tem peram ent and quite conservative in his ex­ 
pressions. 
Patterson will make no bad breaks in the senate of 
the United States and the high character for ability and 
eloquence which this state has so long sustained in that 
body will not be m arred or paled by his incumbency. 
Patterson is a great money m aker but he never specu­ 
lates and no m an in the state is probably more opposed 
to stock jobbing deals than he is. 
Those who are count­ 
ing upon using him and his senatorial position to further 
th e ir schemes on W all street will probably be sadly disap­ 
pointed as it is certain he is too sensible to risk his own 
money on such a fickle chance and that he is too wise to 
besm irch his nam e w'ith such corrupt deals. 
The election of P atterson to the senate is a lesson 
•which m ight profitably be "learned by h eart” by tho 
Republicans ot this state. 
The campaign just closed in 
th e state dem onstrates m ost clearly that the people are 
forever through w ith 
the 
old 
and 
corrupt 
political 
m ethods which held sway here in the frontier days when 
we had nothing but a transient and uncertain population. 
The buying of votes, the jobbing ot courts, the corrupting 
of legislators, has ceased to be a sign m anual of superior 
fitness for high oftice. 
The rule of the political ring, the dictation of the 
political coterie, the self constituted leadership 9f a few 
political hacks, the assum ption ot authority by political 
lepers and m oral outcasts have all gone with the frontier 
ten t and the wild bison, and that party and that crowd 
alone can be successful in Colorado politics that stands 
for good governm ent, clean candidates and commendable 
cam paign methods. The recent governor of the state gave 
us a most striking object lesson ot the utter futility of the 
m ost perfect political machine in accomplishing any desir­ 
able results when there is no other inspiration than th a t 
of personal am bition. 
The people of Colorado have made some strides them ­ 
selves along the road of decent governm ent, and woman s 
suffrage has done much to bring it about. 
If the Republican party of Colorado has kept pace with 
th e progress of the people of the state the next United 
States senator from this state will be a Republican. Other- 
■ wise we will encounter another overwhelm ing defeat.

fith, W ilson of Idaho, Brundidge, Lassiter and Flynn. The 
large proportion of western men upon this com m ittee is 
a guarantee th a t tho subject will receive careful and earn­ 
est attention. 


.4mong prom inent advocates of the plan for the gov­ 
ernm ent aid are Mr. Hitchcock, the secretary of the in­ 
terior. Prof. Newell of tho geological survey and Frof. 
Pinchott ot the agricultural departm ent, all of whom are 
in positions to assist m aterially in getting the m atter be­ 
fore congress and securing the favorable consideration 
of that body. 
Representative Newlands of Nevada, al­ 
though not a member of the com mittee, is also enthusiastic 
in the m atter, and has the honor of having his bill for 
work in Nevada made tho basis of the com m ittee's work.

first year of tho tw entieth century does not differ

whii'h sim ilar phenom ena have occurred through 
countless ages of the past. 
Hut the wav in which the coming great eclipse of tho 
sun is to be observed is som ething new and different from 
the past, and it is w hat wo soo and tinderstand rather than 
w hat actually happens, that is of im portance to us, _______ 


The eclipse will bo visible to the best advantage in 
Dutch Sum atra, which is an island in extrem e southeastern 
Asia, near .lava, ri location until recently would have been 
entirely inaccessible for scientific observation. The eclipse 
will take place on May IS, and $10,000 has already been ap­ 
propriated by congress for the expenses of a party of 
.\m erican scientists who will leave this country about 
February 10. 
They will be carried by an American tra n s­ 
port from San Francisco to M anila and thence by w ar ship 
to Pedang, which is on the coast of Sum atra, and from 
that place they will go by railroad some sixty miles into 
the interior to the place of observation. 
The party has been chosen by the astronom ical di­ 
rector of the observatory. Professor S, J, Brown, and is 
to bo under the leadership of Professor W. K. Skinner. 
U will con.^ist of Professors Skinner and 
Eichelberger, 
Messrs. ,Ie\vel and Littell, assistant astronom ers, and 'Mr, 
Peters, the oflicial photographer, all of the observatory; 
Professor Barnard of the Yerkes Observatory, 
Chicago; 
Professor Humphrey of the U niversity of V irginia; P ro­ 
fessor Abbott of the Sm ithsonian Institution; 
Professor 
Mitehell nf rnliim bin I'nivprsity and Professor Gilbert of 
,Iohns Hopkins. 


The eyes of those trained observers will contribute 
much tow ards the satisfactory observation of the phenom ­ 
ena of the day, but still more will depend upon the in­ 
strum ents they carry with them. 
For the most im port­ 
ant observations the work of the telescopes will be super­ 
seded .by that of the photo-telescopes and photo-spectro- 
scopes. 
By means of the former the optical evidence of 
w hat is transpiring is registered with an accuracy and 
an am ount of detail that is wholly out of the question 
even with the best trained observers, while at the same 
time 
the record 
is perm anently preserved 
and 
may 
be consulted at any future tim e with as much satisfaction 
as when first taken. By means of the photo-spoctroscopos 
perm anent records may be obtained of the spectra of the 
light of the corona, and valuable inform ation secured of 
the composition and state of the m atter by which it is 
produced. 


One of the things about this eclipse which makes it- 
of special interest and value to scientists is its unusual 
duration, which is for 6 m inutes and 20 seconds, or only 
20 seconds less than the maximum tim e for the totality 
of any eclipse of the sun upon the earth. 


In one departm ent, however, the scientists have made 
no conquests, and th a t is the weather. If the clouds cover 
the heavens the tw entieth century astronom ers will be no 
better off than the star-gazers of 1900, B. C. 
All astronom er^ look alike in a rain storm. 


ELECTORAL MESSENGERS. 


H E ELDEST SON of Queen V ictoria is A lbert Edw ard, P rince of W ales 
and heir apparent to the B ritish throne. He •was born in Buckingham 
palace, London, on Nov. 9, 1841, and is therefore in his sixtieth year. 
The rem arkable executive ability shown by Queen V ictoria, her con­ 
tinuous good health and the strength of character displayed by her in both 
her political and domestic relations have resulted in keeping the Prince of 
W ales very much in the background and have made of him little more th an 
a figurehead in English society. 
And if on the one hand is it urged th a t a 
person of high ability could not have been forced into the position he has 
occupied, it is evident on the other 
hand 
th at a 
prince of inferior 
character would have found it im possible to have m aintained him self in such 
a trying position w ith as much credit as this one has done. 
It is not easy to predict with any certainty w hat will be th e course of a 
prlnco who becomes king, but the general opinion is th at nothing sensational 
need be expected. 
N either his age, his character nor his habits are such as 
to load to the belief th a t he ■ «'ill undertake to "set the Tham es on fire,” or 
to im itate tho career of his nephew of Germany. There are, to be sure, certain 
dark stories of folly or worse, and the attem pt' has been made from tim e to 
timo to explain the pertinacity w ith which V ictoria has held on to the reins 
of power as due to her distrust of her successor. 
But the m an who comes to 
the throno at «0 ought to have passed the follies of youth, w hile the tem per 
nnd constitution of tho English people are not such as to encourage experi­ 
m ents in autocracy on the part of th eir ruler. 
One of the interesting minor topics of tho tim es is the nam e to be as­ 
sumed by the new king on the occasion of his accossion. 
He may become 
Albert Ed-SN-ard I, or A lbert I, or, as is regarded as most likely, Edw ard VII. 
The latter name carries back in English history for 450 years to Edw ard VI, 
who was the son of H enry VIII, and who at the age ot 10 years became king and 
died at the age of 16. The nam e of Edw ard is, h o w e v e r, a proud one in B ritish 
royalty, the list including Edw ard I, (Longshanks) 
1229-1307, 
Edw ard II, 
12S1-132T, deposed by parliam ent and assassinated; Edw ard III, 1312-1377, he 
w:\s father of Edw ard the Black Prince; 
Edw ard IV, 1442-1483; 
Edw ard 
1170-14S3, m urdered in the Tower of London w ith his brother by Richard 
Hi, 
Besides there wore two other Edw ards in earlier English history known 
:is Edw ard the Confessor, 1004-1066, and Edw ard the Elder, who reigned in 
N orthum bria in 924. 
The Prince of W ales is already a grandfather. 
His oldest son .Mbort, 
duko of Clarence, was born in 1864 and died in 1892; his second son, George, 
duke of Y'ork, was born in 1865 and upon the death of Queen V ictoria becomes 
I’riiico of Wales. 
George's oldest son is Edw ard Albert, born in 1894, 
A safe king, probably a good king, possibly a wise king, but by no moans 
a brilliant king is the prophecy th a t circum stances draw for the reign ot 
L duard the Seventh of England.

The result is th a t the position of 
electoral m essenger is one that is eagerly sought. 


An am using instance of this was recorded in N ebraska 
where six of the eight presidential electors wore candi­ 
dates for the honor and em oluments. 
A fter several bal­ 
lots had been taken, one of the candidates proposed that 
all of the electors should go. 
He said that a railroad 
agent had offered to take tho eight to W ashington for the 
am ount of mileage allowed by the governm ent. 
The sug­ 
gestion was approved. 
One of the electors was chosen 
messenger as a m atter of form, the other seven were ap­ 
pointed as assistants, and arrangem ents for the trip are 
now in progress. 


LIMITING THE FOREST RESERVES. 
T 


h e NATIONAL Live Stock association has passed 
a resolution in favor of lim iting the forest re­ 
serves to actual tim ber land. 
The resolution 
is doubtless the result of a desire to secure as 
much open grazing land as possible, but it fails to take 
into account one of the principal objects of the forest 
reserve, which is to secure the w ater supply as well as 
to protect the actual tim ber of the public lands. 
In Colorado, especially, there are com paratively small 
areas that could be called tim ber lands, even by a con­ 
siderable extension of the term , but there are very large 
areas which are suitable for the purposes of a natural 
w ater reservoir at the head of stream s, and it is greatly 
tor the interest of the people of the state th a t the water, 
supply should be protected, as can only be done by w ith­ 
draw ing these tracts from actual settlem ent and sale. 
It may be that in exceptional cases the boundaries of 
the reserves have been extended beyond the lim its of w is­ 
dom. and in such cases there should, and we believe there 
will, be a modification of th e lines. 
But the resolution 
adopted by the Live Slock convention is too sweeping in 
its provisions to become adopted as a governm ent policy. 


VERY ONCE IN A W H ILE someone 'A'rites an article setting forth 
the advantages that would come from some form of union am ong the 
nations of Europe and the power th a t such a com bination m ight exer­ 
cise both in a com mercial and a political way. 
It 
is 
a 
significant 
feature ot the times, too, th a t such discussions are no longer regarded entirely 
as the dream s of w eak-brained theorists, but are receiving m ore or less 
serious attention from sober-minded statesm en. 
It is tho success of the United States in developing its Industrial ascend­ 
ancy as well as its political influence th a t has forced Europe to consider this 
m atter seriously, and if, as is supposed by m any, the present conditions in ­ 
dicate a period of depression and hard tim es am ong European nations while 
the United States continues to enjoy prosperity, the subject will receive more 
attention than evor. The opinion appears to be prevalent, and there are m any 
good 
reasons 
for 
it, 
th at 
there 
is 
already 
begun 
a 
struggle 
for 
commercial supremacy which will have mom entous results and ones th a t will 
be distinctly harm ful to the nation th a t is vanquished. 
In m any im portant 
particulars the United States has great advantages over th e nations of 
Europe. 
None of them possesses such a num ber of people of the same race, 
language and customs, none has the trem endous reserve force th a t we possess, 
nont equals us in m aterial w ealth, none is the occupant of such an area of 
land of equal average fertility, none can com pare w ith us in richness of unde- 
veU ped natural resource, and to m ake all the advantages the m ore intense, 
Europe struggles under a burden of aristocracy, royalty and m ilitarism from 
which the United Stales is free. It is a question w hether the United 
States ■ i\'ould not In a few years be equal to a struggle w ith the combined 
states of Europe either in a business or a m ilitary way, and it is quite cer­ 
tain th at no one of them could successfully compete w ith us at present. 
It is not surprising, therefore, th a t the possibility of united Europe should 
appeal to the im agination of her statesm en and enlist th eir earnest thought 
tow ards its accomplishment. The difflculties in, th e way of such a scheme are 
not trivial. 
The differences of language, race;“ custom and thought are such 
barriers as have never existed in America, and m ore powerful than any of 
these in its influence is the historic sense of nationality w hich each people 
has been accustomed to regard as one of its m ost valuable inheritances. 
The 
■ states of our union were able to fuse w ith com paratively little difficulty, al­ 
though there was even then a strong local sentim ent th a t had to be over­ 
come, and the new states th a t have been add§d to the original thirteen have 
boon blended in the union w ithout opposition. 
B ut in the case of Europe 
tho only idea of union th a t has ever made its way into the m inds of the people 
is of a union consequent upon the subjugation of one by another. 
The peo­ 
ple 
oC Europe can 
im agine th a t 
Germany 
m ight conquer 
the 
other 
nations and hold them by the power of her arm y, but a fusing together for 
nim ual interest and protection is an idea to which they have not yet a t­ 
tained. It will indeed be a powerfully constraining influence th a t will be able 
to bring them together in this way. 
Possibly the fusion m ight be accomplished If it were not for another 
even more serious difficulty, which is th a t the nations of 
Europe 
do 
not 
possess 
a common 
interest sufficient to bind them together in a struggle 
against America. 
The mere sentim ent of continental superiority, the desire 
that Europe rather than America shall be first in the w orld’s m arch of civi­ 
lization and trade, is not suflScient. And the United States, draw ing her popu­ 
lation from all 
European reservoirs and pursuing a consistent policy 
of peace and good will, is more nearly kin to th e nations of Europe and more 
closely allied w ith them in sentim ent, than they are w ith each other. 
The 
I'nited States and England are closer together th an England is to any nation 
of continental Europe. 
The United States is a better friend to France, or 
to Germany, than either can be to the other. We have no quarrel w ith R us­ 
sia, and there is no good reason why th a t power should reverse her traditional 
policy of friendship and good will tow ards us. 
It is not likely, therefore, th a t the dream of the theorists will become 
a practical reality and a th reat to America in th e near future. 
It is only 
■ when the presence of our com petition becomes so great as to blot out radical 
differences th a t are fundam ental in character and to overcome rivalries and 
hatreds th at are now suprem e th a t Europe will be able to unite, and when 
that tim e does come, if ever, it will be when A m erica has become so strong 
th a t the threat of a united Europe will no longer bo terrifying to her. 
If it is the destiny of nations th a t Europe shall become decadent no effort 
on her part will avert the calam ity. If it is not destiny, the effort to prevent 
it if: a useless one.

In October. 1S7G a consultation w as held a t Omaha 
by the governors of Iowa, D akota, N ebraska, K ansas Mis­ 
souri and M innesota to devise m eans 
of 
ridding 
the 
country ot the pest. 
B ut th is consultation brought out 
nothing new. 
Every rem edy th a t was suggested had been 
tried w ith the exception of ju st one, and th a t was prayer. 
This was suggested by the governor of D akota, but it was 
not soberly received by any save G overnor P iilsbury ot 
M innesota. 
A fter consulting w ith m any m inisters of his 
state this governor issued a proclam ation calling upon 
the people of M innesota to assem ble in 
th eir 
various 
churches on April 26, 1877, there to pray to God for de­ 
liverance from "the pestilence th a t w alketh in tho d ark­ 
ness, and the destruction th a t w asteth at noonday.” This 
proclam ation created a profound im pression 
and 
-was 
generally obeyed. 
On the 27th of April, the day following 
the period of fasting and prayer, says Mr. Sm ith, “the sun 
shone hot and clear over M innesota and an alm ost sum m er- 
like w arm th penetrated the moist earth down to tlie 
larvae of the m yriads of grasshoppers. Quickened by the 
general w arm th, the young locusts crawled to the surface 
in num bers th a t made the countless sw arm s of the pre­ 
ceding sum m er seem insignicant; in num bers sufficient to 
destroy the crops and hopes of 
half 
a 
dozen 
states. 
F o r 
a 
day 
or 
so 
the 
w arm 
and 
balmy 
w eather 
lasted, 
then 
it 
grew 
colder, 
and 
one 
n ight the m oist oarth w as frozen and w ith it the 
unhatched larvae and the young and 
craw ling 
locusts 
above ground. 
And, though the earth thaw ed again in 
a few days, the locusts, w ith the exception of a scattering 
few, had disappeared. 
‘And,’ to quote G overnor P iils­ 
bury, ‘we have never seen any since.’ ” 
The Mr. Smith to whom the Journal refers as an au ­ 
thority for some of these statem ents is the special corres­ 
pondent of an eastern new spaper, and while there is no 
special reason to believe th a t he would m isrepresent the 
facts regarding such a serious m atter, the story is of suffi­ 
cient im portance as a m atter of history it nothing else to 
w arran t a carol'ul investigation. If the facts can be estab­ 
lished as beyond question, the incident is deserving of 
perm anent preservation.

THE PATERSON VERDICT. 


T IS A SATISFACTION to kno'w th a t tho crim inals in 
the P aterson case will be punished, even if th e pun­ 
ishm ent does h o t come to th e full m easure of 'whal 
m any persons m ust believe is suitable to th e crime. 
The verdict of m urder in th e second degree carries -with 
it a sentence of long im prisonm ent, and there is good reason 
for the hope th a t under th e New Jersey practice th is ■ will 
not be abbreviated to a brief term of years. 


The verdict m ay be interpreted in tw o ■ ways. Legally 
it represents the doubt in th e m inds of the ju ry as to 
w hether the m urder w as tho resu lt of m alicious intent. 
Practically, however, it represents, as m ost verdicts do, the 
result of a com promise. 
The jurym en differed in th eir 
opinion as to the degree of guilt. 
Some w ere of the 
opinion th a t th e crim e w as m urder in the first degree 
w hile others believed it to be a lesser crimo. 
The only 
possible basis of agreem ent ■ was a com promise, and our 
system of jury verdicts rests upon the accepted belief th a t 
such com promise verdicts average n earer to strict justice 
th an a resu lt obtainable in any o ther way ■ would do. 


OIL IN TEXAS. 


CCORDING to the new s reports a rem arkable oil 
discovery has been m ade in Texas, w here a well 
has been opened th a t is loosely described as the 
biggest gusher in the -world, and it is believed 
th a t an im p o rtan t d istrict has been perm anently added' to 
the list of oil fields. 
Beaum ont, th e scene of the new discovery, is the 
county seat of Jefferson county, the m ost southeasterly in 
Texas, and the prospecting ground overlaps into Orange 
county to the north w hile som e enterprising w ild-catters 
are already operating across the Sabine river in Louisiana. 
W hile the reports of such m arvelous discoveries are 
alw ays to be received w ith caution, there appears to be 
good reason for the belief th a t an im portant addition has 
been made to the national resources and th a t the oil field 
of Texas •n'ill henceforth be a considerable factor in the 
oil trade.

Dealing With Cuba. 
(Omaha Bee.) 
W hat troubles and difficulties are yet 
to be encountered before a governm ent 
is established in Cuba satisfactory to 
the United States cannot be forseen. 
The fact that there is a large element 
of the Cuban people unfriendly to this 
country is unquestionable. Representa­ 
tive Bailey of K ansas, who recently re­ 
turned from a visit to the island, says 
the United States has little to expect 
frojn the natives. They have a senti­ 
m ental feeling about liberty, but no 
proper conception of its value and 
meaning. Their idea of governm ent is 
closely associated with power and op­ 
pression, the natural result of Spanish 
rule. ‘‘The moment you place foot on 
Cuban soil,” said Mr. Bailey, "you feel 
you are in a hostile country. 
It is in 
the air. The Cubans are our b itter en­ 
emies. while the Spaniards 
are 
our 
friends.’” The 
latter, 
who 
compose 
nearly the 
entire 
business element, 
would 
welcome 
American control—in 
other words, would welcome any stable 
governm ent th at would guarantee theia 
their property and personal rights. 
Mr. Bailey expressed the belief that 
If the United States should w ithdraw 
from 
Cuba 
revolution 
would 
ensue 
within ninety days. 
H is observations 
had convinced hhn tb it this govern­ 
m ent m ust keep a strong hand on the 


island for some time to come. W hile 
we are bound in honor to ultim ately 
give the Cubans a trial at self-govern­ 
ment. he thinks our governm ent should 
n o t 
w ithdraw from the island while 
there Is any danger of revolution, or 
until a governm ent approved 
by the 
United States shall have been estab­ 
lished. 
There is, of course, no inten­ 
tion ot doing so. American occupation, 
albeit exceedingly offensive to most of 
the natives, will continue Just so long 
as it shall be deemed necessary to se­ 
cure a proper form 
ot

leave Cuba to the control of its own 
people ■ n-ili be fulfilled. 
W here difficulty is likely to be m et is 
in determ ining the relations between 
the U nited States and a Cuban repub­ 
lic. 
M anifestly these will have to be 
ot a closer nature than our relatlops 
with the other Independent states of 
this hemisphere. U ndoubtedly the con­ 
ditions which our governm ent will re­ 
quire will encounter more or less op­ 
position and resentm ent but we shall 
have the support 
of the substantial 
interests in the Island and m ay reason­ 
ably hope to persuade others th a t w hat 
we "shall ask will be for the good ot the 
island and the welfare of all Its people. 


The Bomance of Achievement. 
(St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 
The career of Philip D. Armour, like 
th a t of two other men who died re- 
rt'iuly—Cuilis P. H untington and Horuy 
V lllard—is as full of m arvels and ro­ 
mance as anything related in Arabic 
legend. 
Armour, a poor fai-mer's boy, 
crossing the plains, p art of the way on 
foot and p art of it on a m ule's back, 
reached the C alifornia gold diggings 
in 1850, when 18 or 19 years of age, 
and hunted for gold with lens of thou­ 
sands 
ot 
other adventurers. 
A fter 
m aking a few thousand dollars, and re­ 
alizing th at he m ight be- able to do 
better in other pursuits th a n in th at 
of argonaut, he turned e.astwrard, W'ent 
into the warehouse and grain business 
in Milwaukee, and then into pork pack­ 
ing, in which vocation he w as success­ 
ful from the first, and quickly won a 
nam e which traversed the globe, and 
gained a fortune which placed him 
am ong the dozen or score of the w orld's 
w ealthiest men. Pork packing and the 
general provision business, as devel­ 
oped by A rm our’s 
foresight, energy 
and intelligence, reached proportions 
of which nobody before his tim e ever 
dreamed. 
One day in 1861 Collis P, H unting­ 
ton, Leland Stanford, M ark Hopkins, 
E, B. Crocker and one or two others 
met In a hotel in Sacram ento and gave 
practical direction 
to 
the influences 
w'hich led to the organization of the 
Central and Union Pacific railroads. 
H untington started as low socially as 
Armour. He, too, had to struggle with 
poverty at the outset and he also ■ went 
to C alifornia in the early days of the 
gold fever, although he did not become 
a gold hunter. A sa W hitney had been 
urging the building of a Pacific rail­ 
road since 1840. 
Thom as H. Benton 
had been advocating it since 1846. Other 
publicists and statesm en had urged it, 
by pen or voice, for m any years before 
H untington's day. The California gold 
disco-ierles 
made a transcontinental 
road urgent. The civil w ar rendered it 
im perative for m ilitary as well as for 
social reasons. D ating from th at little 
gathering in Sacram ento in 1861 the 
first of the transcontinental roads was 
transm uted from the dream of enthusi­ 
asts Into concrete reality by Stanford, 
H untington, Crocker, and the rest of 
the California junta, supplem ented by 
Oakes Ames, Sidney Dillon, T. C. D u­ 
rant, Gen. G. M. Dodge and a few 
others. 
H enry Vlllard—railroad man, finan­ 
cier, journalist and scholar, who also 
started on the lowest round of the so­ 
cial ladder—had the energy, foresight 
and enthusiasm of A rm our and H u n t­ 
ington. with a greater versatility and 
broadness. 
W hen Samuel P. Barlow, 
of M assachusetts, the man who in 1834 
first suggested a railroad across 
the 
continent, began to urge the construc­ 
tion ot a road to the Pacific, he had the 
more northerly route in mind. Vlllard, 
forty years after Barlow ’s time, began 
to transform Barlow ’s dream into real­ 
ity. 
A fter the financial convulsion of 
1873 compelled Jay Cooke to abandon 
the project of building the N orthern 
Pacific road, Vlllard. took hold of the 
enterorise. pushed it to completion, and 
in 1883 ooened the road to the Pacific. 
Some of the excursionists whom Vll­ 
lard invited to th at m eeting of the rails 
in th at year out in Hell Gate canyon, 
M ontana, lacking 
their patron’s au- 
daucity and enthusiasm , assisted in the 
bear movement which sent N orthern 
Pacific stock down 
and 
tem porarily 
wrecked the man who had created the 
road. B ut Vlllard w as a seer, and the 
tripling which has taken place in the 
num ber of inhabitants of the region 
between Minneapolis, St. Paul and D u­ 
luth on the one side and Seattle and 
Portland on the other, between 1883 and 
1900. has furnished a magnificent vin- 
^ catio n 
of his 
foresight.

The Pen and the Sword. 
(The St. Louts Globe-Democrat.) 
A prom inent novelist has Just said 
th a t - the blame for the occurrence of 


the w ar of secession rests w ith H arriet 
Bcecher Stowe. 
It was ‘‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin,” he declares which precipitated 
the w ar th a t destroyed 500,000 lives ana 
billions of dollars' worth of property, 
and started a feud between north and 
south which has lasted, in some of it.s 
aspects until the present day. And yet. 
according to this critic, the author of 
‘‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
knew 
nothing 
about the real conditions in the south 
at the time when she wrote, and iier 
book was w ithout m erit as a literary 
work. 
Some of her books which w'ere 
w ritten later, he says, showed greater 
ability, but not sufficient if standing 
alone to win her a place am ong the 
g reat w riters of the time. 
A pparently it does not occur to th at 
critic th a t he is paying the highest 
Dossible tribute to Mrs. Stowe if he is 
correct in his .ludgment th at she is re­ 
sponsible for the civil war. There m ust 
have been transcendent m erit in her 
work if she precipitated that convul­ 
sion. 
T'nquestionably new'spapers and 
novel“ have had profound infiuence on 
the I 
ent of history in more than one 
crl.sls. 
B onaparte classed the London 
Times as one of the great powers of 
Europe. 
It w as the New York T rib­ 
une’s 
‘‘On to 
Richm ond” 
editorials 
which aroused the sluggish McClellan 
into action in 1862. and sent him in the 
direction of Richmond. 
B ut if Mrs. 
Stowe single-handed did ill 1 this pres- 
ent-dnv novelist said she^dld she m ust 
have had a greater infliience on his­ 
tory than w'as exerted ¡by any other 
w riter of the nineteenth',century an y ­ 
where in the world. 
Moreover, if she 
did ail this she ought to -'be canonized 
bv the south, which has been the chief 
beneficiary of slavery abolition. 
The truth, of course, is th a t ‘‘Uncle 
Tom ’s Cabin” w as merely one of m any 
influences which brought on th e war. 
T hat confiict would have come even if 
Mrs. Stowe had never been born, 
and 
orobablv it would have come in 1861. 
H er book gave the picture of slavery 
which was in the northern mind, and 
the mind of the whole outside world, 
at th a t time. 
The present day belief 
is th at the picture was exaggerated In 
some oarticuiars, but it is well to bear 
in mind th a t m any persons who knew 
slavery as an institution from the in­ 
side bore testim ony a t the tim e to its 
accuracy in its general lines. 
Among 
these was F anny Kemble, the actress, 
who m arried Butler, a young southern 
Dlanter and slave-holder, and ■ who liv­ 
ed Dart of each year for a dozen years 
in the south. 
The book had a larger 
sale than any other work ever printed 
anyw here in the world except the Bible, 
and sells today, though to only a small 
extent. 
D ram atized, it held the stage 
for a third of a century. It w as tra n s­ 
lated into all the languages of Europe, 
and into m any of those of Asia. George 
Eliot said th at Mrs. Stowe lacked ta l­ 
ent. but had genius. Possibly this will 
be posterity’s verdict. 


The Late Senator Davis as He Ap­ 
peared to His Intimates. 
In his library, in the m idst ot his 
books, to his friends he w as the most 
lovable of men. H is conversation took 
the widest range, and he w as the most 
brilliant talker I ever knew. W it, wis­ 
dom, persiflage, repartee,— all were his 
servants; 
and he would smoke and 
sparkle and teach until m idnight, while 
the listener forgot the flight of hours. 
In sum m ing him up, account m ust bo 
taken of a power he had. In common 
w ith the greatest minds, of applying 
certain general conceptions to various 
fields of thought and life. H is guesses 
were of more value th an the painful 
research of m ost men. Ho valued men 
for the side of their character which 
appealed to him, and th a t w'as w hat he 
alw ays tried to call out. I have never 
known any one so facile in his personal 
contact w ith those whom he kne^w' well. 
Let one m an come into th e library, and 
a different D avis sat there—the friend 
w ith whom I had ju s t been conversing 
had vanished: add another caller, and. 
mixed with the new' chemical, the host 
was changed into still a third character. 
N or w as this ever m ere acting—it was 
the result of social contact upon a n a­ 
ture 
peculiarly 
sensitive. — ( Prom

Brief Biography of the Late Sovereign

A SUMMARY OF HER REIGN 


The Essential Features of Victoria’s 
Character Which Made Her In­ 
fluence What it Was.

In the p leasan t m onth of M ay, Its 
24th day, 1819, V ictoria w as born and 
christened A lexandrina Vlotorla. A fter 
the fashion of princes, she w as born 
almost In the presence of the D ukes 
of W ellington and Sussex, the arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury and the bishop 
of London, the M arquis of L ansdow ne 
Mr. Canning, E arl B ath u rst and an ­ 
other. 


Her father, the D uke of K ent, w ept 
for joy, because the line of his father, 
George III, had been running out, and 
15 m onths previously the only child 
of George IV died in childbirth, her 
infant never 
living. 
Other 
brothers 
of that profligate k ing were incapable 
of producing royal offspring, having 
wasted their youth w ith 
m istresses. 
For the purpose of b egettin g an heir 
Kent selected a bride already a widow 
and easily a m other of children by 
her old first husband, the Prince of 
Leinlngen 28 years her senior. 


She w as 31, and in 9 m onth s and 11 
days after the second m arriage cere­ 
mony—K en t espoused her also in G er­ 
many—th is sister- of Leopold, the w id­ 
owed prince consort, bore a third child, 
Victoria. 


Two other brothers of K ent married 
the sam e sum m er m erely to have heirs 
and keep the crown. 
Clarence’s w ife 
had two children w ho took precedence 
of Victoria, but they soon died. There 
was said to be a ta in t in the G eorgian 
family. 


But the Coburgers, raised poor and 
plain, worked stead ily for the thrones 
else vacated by the fam ilies of wild, 
rich princes, 
Leopold of Saxe-C oburg 
thus, losing his heir, gave his sister to 
Kent and m arried his child V ictoria to 
his nephew A lbert, and him self re­ 
ceived the throne of the B elgians. P er­ 
sona curious to know the p rivate life 
of Leopold, the W illiam the Norm an of 
the present princely race of E ngland, 
can read the life of his m lstress-w ife, 
K atharine Bauer. 


Victoria w as thus the grandchild of 
George III, who w as the son of the 
Prince of W ales, but not of an y king. 
George III died Jan 29, 1820, w hen V ic­ 
toria w as eigh t m onth s old, and before 
that date V ictoria’s fath er died, so that 
sh» had no rpemory of K ent. 
She had 
been previously christened in K en sin g­ 
ton palace;-,- /London, 
where, she w as 
born, and '.he® G erm an m other’s nam e 
was also Victoria. 


K ent had rmarried bonded for his 
debts, and the w idow w as dependent 
on her brother Leopold ad her brothers- 
in-law George and Clarence, tw o un­ 
principled men. 
In 1830 G eorge IV 
died after h avin g endeavored to worry 
Victoria's 
respectable 
m other 
and 
force the royal child into the corrupt 
precincts of his court, where he had 
at the same tim e three w ives. 


About three m onths after the birth 
of Victoria her future husband w as 
born. '"Albert is teething like his little 
cousin," wrote the keen old m atch ­ 
maker, W idow Coburg; "the little fel­ 
low is the pendant to his pretty cou­ 
sin." 


At nine years old V ictoria’s h alf sis­ 
ter was m arried. 
Clarence had be­ 
come king under the title of W illiam 
IV and lived till V ictoria w as 18 years 
old. This m an w as a naval officer and 
had been In N ew York city during the 
R evolution and w as the friend of both 
Benedict Arnold and Lord N elson. H e 
w as neither better nor w orse than the 
sodden offspring of G eorge III, and 
having had a large fam ily by an a c t­ 
ress, Mrs. Jordon, he turned her adrift 
to starve after he becam e k ing and 
married hopeful of a legitim ate heir, 
w ith a G erm an princess. 
A s he w as 65 
years old, how ever, legitim ate children 
did not m aterialize, and his bastards 
made so free w ith h is palace th at Vic-' 
toria's m other w ithheld her child from 
such society. 


One day w hen the slender girl of 16 
w as takin g a sta te dinner w ith h'er 
m other and her futu re husband, A l­ 
bert, at W indsor 
palace, 
the 
ugly, 
am iable Queen A delaide toasted her 
drunken husband, w ho thereupon broke 
into a tirade on the D u ch ess of K ent. 
"The P rin cess V ictoria shall appear 
at m y court,” he cried. 
“It is her duty 
to do so.” 
V ictoria burst Into tears, 
but not so her sober and cool Coburger 
mother, w ho knew th at If she w atched i 
the old m an long enough his cherry 
brandy w ould set them free. 


Prince A lbert w as not surprised. H is 
own m other had separated from his 
father w hen he w as four years old, 
and A lbert had hardly ever seen her 
afterw ard till she died In his tw elfth 
year. 
H e noted 
th at 
V ictoria w as 
rather disappointed in him . 
The next 
year the k ing 
died, 
his su rvivin g 
brother becam e k ing o f H anover and 
V ictoria w a s the virgin queen of E n g ­ 
land. T h is new s w as announced to her 
a t 5 o ’clock in th e m orning by a m es­ 
senger from W indsor. 
She received it 
In loose hair and a sh aw l throw n over 
her nigh td ress and only slippers upon 
her feet. 


K ep t poor, she had preserved her 
mind, m orals and h ab its to a date 
w hen profusion could not spoil her. 
She h ad'been brought up w h olly In the 
Germ an , style, .and w hen the ecclesi­ 
astics, cabinet, etc:, cam e to sw ear al- 
legianpe to her 
th e 
sam e d ay she 
hardly ■ knew their faces. 
Chiefly had 
she been tau gh t system , econom y and 
prudence, the very thin gs our. A m erican 
parvenues th in k to be. unn ecessary In 
a queen. 
H er tyyo ’rem aining uncles 
k n elt béiore her. 
T h ey h a d 'h'àted her. 


June 21, th e day afterw ard, sh e w as 
proclaim ed queen from St. Jam es pal­ 
ace, ’ Where she appeared dvressed in 
biàck, It} sleek band's of brow n hair. 
Lord M elbourne, the prim e m inister, 
procialmedjr-her.- . to 
tlie crow d their 
sovereign, '■.ÿhàt*noon,.she presided at 
a privy, council,, ‘p ast 18. years old, at 
the: a'ge ïô r' lové * and dom esticity. 
A l­ 
bert w rote', to her from th é un iversity 
a t Bonn: 
■ 


“M y dearest cousin,, you are queen of 
th e jj-jghtléSt land in Europe. 
M ay I 
Jray you to think likew ise som etim es of 
your cousin s in B on n?” . 


A fter K in g ‘W illiam ’s 
funeral V ic­ 
toria opened parliam ent in the house of 
lords am id "splendor u n eq u al*! of pçers 
and p ee r esse s;,'She w ore a -white satin 
robe, a tW ia of'diam onds on her head, 
a necklace and a.stom ach er o f brilliants 
and the ribbon of'tire'- G arter across’her 
shoulder. 
A m antle of crim son v elv et, 
w as placed • upon: her shoulders. 
N o 
queen had been know n of her inde­ 
pendent conditions sin ce Q ueen Anne. 


! H er fine elocution w as a revelation to 
the B ritish auditors. 
Charles Sum ner 
w as there, and said, “She perform ed 
b eautifully.” 


H er predecessor. W illiam , hated the 
Jew s. She m ade one of them . Sir M oses 
M ontefiore, a knight the first tim e she 
visited the city —the first Jew sheriff. 
A Jew in tim e m ade her “em press of 
India." 
D israeli entered the house of 
com m ons at 32. the year the queen be­ 
cam e sovereign. 
H e w as then an ad ­ 
vanced Liberal. 


A new throne ¡n Buckingham palace 
w as built for the young w om an queen, 
who w as said to resem ble the youthful 
George III. 
"Cousin V ictoria is said 
to have show n aston ishing self-p o sses­ 
sion,” wrote A lbert to his father. 
The 
new spapers, w ith a brutality peculiarly 
E nglish, 
were 
attack in g 
the 
poor 
m other as a "foreigner.” 


The astu te K in g Leopold sent Albert 
off to the south of Europe and held an 
uncle’s council w ith his niece at W ind­ 
sor. 
A lbert sent roses from the Alps, 
a bit of V oltaire's w riting, etc.. things 
the w idow ed queen still treasures, and 
there w as a tacit understanding that 
she w as 
to take Albert w hen 
she 
w anted to, but E nglish factions were 
num erous and savage, 
and 
Leopold 
knew them too w ell. The cynics callid 
her "all but a baby.” 
H ard tim es a f­ 
flicted E ngland. The Voice of O’Conneii 
rolled through parliam ent saying, "if 
necessary, I can get 500,000 brave Irish­ 
men to defend the life .the honor and 
the person of this beloved young lady 
who fills the throne." 


She w as sm all and delicate, of hair 
nearly flaxen and a rose bloom. 
She 
hastened to pay her father's debts and 
gave his creditors presents of plate. 


Thus her m other knew for the first 
tim e since her second m arriage the 
blessings of independence and honor. 


Albert's stepm other—his father con­ 
soled him self again—did not go w ith 
her husband to the coronation June 28, 
1838, w hen V ictoria had a new crown, 
containing all 
the old royal jew els. 
H er m other preceded her and the queen 
w as drawn to the abbey by eigh t cream 
colored horses. 
She sat in Edw ard the 
C onfessor’s chair 
upon 
the Scottish 
‘Stone of Scone,” where m ay have been 
crowned her ancestor, Bruce. 
She also 
w as descended from W illiam the N or­ 
man. H er d escen t backw ard is through 
her m other to the E lector of Saxony, 
who protected M artin Luther; through 
her father, to the C ountess P alatin ate 
at H eidelberg,. ^William, the Silent, the 
sister of H^nry VIII., the Q ueen of 
Scots, Owen .Tudor and Shakespeare's 
Princess K atharine of France. 


V ictoria’s -tr a in w as held by eigh t 
young peeresses, and she wore a crim ­ 
son velvet robe trim m ed w ith erm ine 
and gold Ja.ce. 
She w as annointed. 


A fter five days of wooing at W indsor 
the queen told Lord M elbourne she 
should m arry A lbert. She had as queen 
to do the proposing, and she w rote -to 
Leopold: 
"He seem s perfection, and I 
think I have the prospect of great hap­ 
piness before me. 
I love him more 
than I can say.” 
T hey rode horseback 
m uch together. 
About a m onth after 
•this the queen announced her en g a g e­ 
m ent to her privy council. 
H er whole 
courtship had been only five w eeks 
long. 
H er consort w as to be allow ed 
£30,000 a year. 
T hey were m arried the 
third day after he returned to E ngland, 
February 10, 1840, at St. Jam es palace. 
They spent the honeym oon a t W indsor 
castle. 
T hey were first cousins. 


V ictoria the year before had m ade 
a rash political m istake in refusing to 
change tw o W hig noble ladles, as w as 
the custom of a change of m inistry. 
The rabble called her “the queen who 
would not let her belles be P eeled,” in 
allusion to Sir R obert Peel, w ho su c­ 
ceeded Lord Melbourne. 


Prince . A lbert took 
charge 
of his 
w ife’s political tem peram ent from 
the 
outset. 
In April, after the m arriage, 
her m other w as m oved to a private 
house. 
In June the queen's life w as 
attem pted in H yd e park by a w aiter 
nam ed Oxford, who w as ever a fter­ 
w ards confined in an asylum . Tw o shots 
were fired, and her life w as attem pted 
several other tim es. 
B y Ju ly Albert 
w as m ade 
contingent regent 
of the 
realm. 
H er 
uncle, 
Sussex, 
voted 
again st It from Jealousy. 


N ovem ber 21, 1840, nine m onths elev ­ 
en days after the m arriage, the princess 
royal w as born at W indsor, long since 
the w idow ed E m press V ictoria of Ger­ 
m any. 


“I should certainly have liked it b et­ 
ter if she had' been a son,” w rote A l­ 
bert. 
B ut the girl shut the posterity 
of 
the king of 
H anover 
from 
the 
throne—H anover th at w as to be a b ­ 
sorbed in P ru ssia by V ictoria's son-in- 
law. 


"D earest VIckel safe in bed w ith a 
little one,” w rote the queen's m other, 
w ho lived 
till 1861, the tim e 
of the 
A m erican civil war, or after her daugh­ 
ter had been 21 years a w ife. 


A boy nam ed Jones w as found be­ 
hind a sofa w ho had been w atching the 
queen for w eek s at a tim e w ith that 
passion for royal secrets the plainer 
order of E n glish reveal. The little cad 
had even lain beneath the so fa where 
the queen and her spouse talked politics 
and spooned. 
Prince Albert petitioned 
In vain to the Prim e M inister Peel to 
beg him to ch an ge the system of the 
royal flunkies and let him enjoy som e 
privacy in his fam ily. 


N ovem ber 9. 1841, the P rince of W ales 
w as born, th e first prince of W ales In 
79 years. 
One John Francis soon after 
attem pted to shoot the queen on two 
successive 
days. 
H e w as a theater 
carpenter, w a s sentenced to death, but 
w as transported for life. The day after 
hia sen ten ce w as com m uted 
a drug 
clerk nam ed B ean tried to shoot her 
w ith pieces of cla y pipe in a pistol. 
H e w as w hipped and put in jail. 
In 
1849 she w as again sh ot at by pn Irish 
laborer nam ed H am ilton on C onstitu­ 
tion hill, but the pistol contained only 
powder. The n ext year L ieuten ant P ate 
struck her in the face. 


V ictoria, v isitin g Scotland, H olyrood 
and the castle, told Alison th at she w as 
glad she w a s descended from M ary 
and had nothing to do w ith E lizabeth. 


A pril, 1R43, w as born the 
P rincess 
M aud or Alice. 


In 1843 V ictoria w ent on her yach t to 
see the k ing 
o f the 
French, 
w h ose 
daugh ter w a s her step aunt, and staid 
five days at Chateau d’Eu. She had 


never 
been out of 
E n gland 
before. 
T hence th ey w ent to B elgium . ■ N icho­ 
las. the czar, paid her a visit. 
Louis 
Philippe followed. 


In A ugust, 1844, Prince Alfred, w as 
born. 


In 1851 she opened the C rystal p al­ 
ace. 


In 1885 she purchased Osborne, Isle 
of W ight, and 2,300 acres. 


In 1848 she visited Germany. 
H elena w as born M ay 25, 1846, and in 
1848 the Princess Louise. 


Louis Philippe, 
an exile, died 
at 
Claremont, England, in 1849. 


In 1853 w as born Leopold, Just before 
the Crimean war. 
Louis N apoleon and 
E ugenie visited her. 


Beatrice w as born 1857. 
Prince Albert died Saturday night, 
D ecem ber 14, 1861, at the age of only 
42. 
No wonder the widow felt the loss 
of her spouse at th at young, m anly 
age and w as long Inconsolable. 
He 
died of fever from cold an d said to his 
daughter Alice, “Your m other cannot 
bear to hear mo speak of it yet." 
Only 
a year previously her m other's death 
m ade her say. "I—I, wretched child, 
have lost the mother I so tenderly lov­ 
ed. from whom for these 41 years I had 
never been 
parted except for a few 
w eeks.” 


“ 'Tis your own little w ife.” she said 
to the dying Albert. 
H e said he heard 
the birds sin gin g outside the window s 
at W indsor, 
and w ith 
his 
fevered 
breath he kissed her. thinking of G er­ 
m any. 
H e had his daughter play him 
G erm an airs in his last days. 
V ic­ 
toria’s stepbrother, the Duke of Leln- 
ingen. w h s with Albert w hen he died. 


The queen mourned long, and some 
thought her mind would be affected. 
The 
insensate 
London 
tradesm en 
shrieked. "Be done w ith your hiding 
aw av and come and get us trade." A l­ 
bert, like H andel, the m usician before 
him, knew' the difference betw een G er­ 
man love of art and know ledge for their 
own sake 
and E nglish 
m ining 
for 
know ledge as a m eans of weAlth. 
He 
had 
w ritten before his 
m arriage of 
E ngland: 


"These people cannot understand the 
profound genius of our Germ an litera­ 
ture, and hence their undervaluing of 
it." He taught the queen to love scen ­ 
ery and said that the heavy London a t­ 
m osphere alw ays weighed him down. 


V ictoria built a m ausoleum at Frog- 
more for Albert's rem ains, and a grand 
m onum ent—the m ost elaborate in Eu- 
1 r o p p — Is 
to th a t 
r n n s o r f 


in H yde park gardens, 
"I have had 
God's teaching," said the widow, "and 
learned to bear all he lays upon m e.” 
She gave renewed attention 
to 
the 
public business from a desire to carry 
out the training her husband had given 
her. 


The queen indulged In a species of 
spiritualism very long, believing that 
her husband's spirit w as w ith her. She 
could only look down upon the m ar­ 
riage of the Prince of W ales and A lex­ 
andra tw o years 
afterw ard 
in 
St. 
G eorge's chapel. T his occured March 10, 
1863. 
The author of this paper saw 
the P rincess of W ales enter London by 
her affianced spouse, and 26 years a f­ 
terw ard enjoyed the possession of a box 
at the W ild W est 
show 
next to 
the 
prince, princess, the now' deceased son 
and three of the girls, of whom M aude 
w as m arried w ithin two m onths. 


It w as five years after Prince A lbert's 
death before the queen resum ed the 
throne in public. 


German 
conscientiou sn ess, 
German 
system , Germ an household art and fam ­ 
ily devotion had m ade of the daughter 
of the Duke of K ent a being as unlike 
him as Cordelia w as unlike the raging 
Lear. 
The spirits of 
G oethe, 
Schiller 
and M endelssohn have for 55 years been 
ruling E ngland. 


Ten years after her father's death the 
riincfcsa Louise married the M arquis of 
Lorne. 
Tw o Scotchm en 
and 
several 
G erm ans, are the queen's son s-in -law . 
H elena 
m arried 
Prince 
C hristian 
of 
S lesw ick-H olstein in the m ourning per­ 
iod. 


P rince A lbert resisted the insidious 
persuasions of Napoleon III to take part 
in the dism em berm ent of the United 
States. 
The w ise in vestm en t the Ger­ 
m an people m ade 
in 
A m erican 
war 
bonds assisted them to m aintain the 
arm ies which beat A u stria and France. 
E nglishm en of as m uch hypocrisy and 
as little decency as C arlyle said of the 
U nited States. “It is a dirty chim ney; 
let It burn itself out.” 
The queen sent 
a m .ssage in 1866 to the president upon 
the com pletion of the A tlantic cahle, 
consoled Mrs. Lincoln upon her hus­ 
band’s death and entertain ed the son of 
Lincoln, General Grant and the son of 
H arrison. 
Six tim es has this w om an 
been shot at and once struck in that 
brutal country—strutfk by an officer of 
the hussars. 
N ot an in su lt w as ever 
offered her in Ireland or in any other 
country. 


H er learned and letters lovin g h u s­ 
band, in his effort to im prove the c iv il­ 
ization 
of 
E ngland, 
w as 
frequently 
hounded by public speakers, press and 
people. T hey laid upon him the Crimean 
war, which w as due to th at jockey, P a l­ 
m erston, the m an whom Mr. Buchanan 
congratulated upon the stron g likeness 
of his stepchildren to him. 


A fter the queen had received the su l­ 
tan and the shah in E n gland the king 
of A b yssin ia desired to m arry her. He 
w as killed in 1868 or took his own life, 
and Stanley, one of our A m erican war 
correspondents, sen t the queen the first 
new s of the death of her dusky lover. 


In beating the Zulus the son of E u ­ 
genie and Napoleon w as ignom iniously 
speared to death by a Zulu, su ggestin g 
the sim ilar fate M axim ilian w as lured 
to in M exico by that d yn asty of fili­ 
busters. 


V ictoria’s d au gh ters-in -law were re­ 
sp ectively a Dane, a R u ssian and two 
Germ ans. 


The queen often spun upon the w heel 
In Scotland. 


A few scattered 
extracts 
from 
the 
queen’s journals’ which have been pub­ 
lished as books, w ill g ive som e insight 
to her nature: 


"I read to Albert the first three cantos 
of the 'Lay of the L ast M instrel,’ which 
delighted us both. 


“Oh, w h at can equal the beauties of 
nature? 
W hat enjoym ent there is In 
them! Albert enjoys It so m uch. 
H e is 
in ecsta sies here in Scotland. 
H e has 
inherited this love of nature from his 
dear father. 


"I sketched the W elsh wom an. (P ic­ 
ture given in the book.) A very pretty 
dairym aid in com plete W elsh costum e 
wafc^brought on board for m e to see. 


"Outside stood the M arquis of Lorne, 
just tw o years old, a dear, 
w hite, fat, 
fair little fellow w ith reddish hair, but 
very delicate features, like both his fa ­ 
ther and his m other. 
H e is such a 
merry, independent little child. 
(H er 
future son-in-law .) 


“The D uke of W ellin gton Is dead, 
God’s will be done! The d ay m ust have 
come. The duke w as 83. 
In him cen ­ 
tered alm ost every earth ly honor a su b ­ 
ject could possess. 
H is position w as 
the h ighest a subject ever had—hbove 
party, looked up to by all, revered by 
the whole nation, the friend of the so v ­ 
ereign, and how sim ply he carried these 
honors! 


“Our dear V ictoria w as this day (1855) 
engaged to Prince Frederick W illiam of 
Prussia, who has been on a v isit to us 
of 15 days. 
H e had already spoken to 
us nine days ago to his w ishes, but we 
were uncertain, on account of her ex ­ 
trem e youth, w hether he should speak 
to her him self or w ait till be cam e back 
again. 
H ow ever, w e felt it w as better 
he should do so, and during our ride he 
picked a piece of w h ite heather, the em ­ 
blem of good luck, w hich he gave to her, 
and th is enabled him to m ake an a llu ­ 
sion to his hopes and w ish es as they 
rode dow n the glen, w hich led to this 
happy conclusion. 


"Every year (1856) m y h eart becom es 
m ore fixed In th is dear paradise (B al­ 
m oral), and so m uch m ore so now th at 
all h as becom e b y d earest A lbert’s ow ni 


creation, own wqrk, ow n building, own 
layin g out, a s at Osborne, and h is great 
taste and the im press of h is dear hand 
have been 'stam ped everyw here. 


“The beauty o f the Irish w om an (1849) 
is very rem arkable and struck us much, 
such beautiful dark eyes and hair and 
such 
fine 
teeth. 
A lm ost every 
third 
wom an w as p retty and som e rem ark­ 
ably so. They wear no bonnets.” 


These fam iliar jottin gs show the plain 
nature of the queen’s mind. 


John Brown cam e into the queen’s 
service in 1849 as "gillie,” or urchin, and 
Prince Albert noticed his reliability and 
sent him w ith the queen's carriage and 
pony. 
For 34 years this rare fellow , a 
noble servant, served the queen w ife 
and w idow , and his love of her husband 
made him her reliance when alone. Low 
opinion in E ngland tried to exaggerate 
these sim ple household friendships. 


Prince Albert w as chancellor of Cam ­ 
bridge 
u niversity 
from 
1848 
till 
his 
death. 


The queen's 50th or jubilee year of 
reign w as long and lavish ly celebrated. 
A fine exhibition at M anchester—E n g ­ 
land gave world's fairs In 1851 and 1862— 
w as notable for the modern paintings 
of the E n glish school. 
I attended the 
naval review near Portsm outh, where 
the .largest w ar fleet probably assem ­ 
bled in the world up to th at tim e and 
representing about $500,000,000 w as to be 
review ed by the queen. 
She cam e an 
hour late, though 
residing alm ost in 
sigh t at Osborne house, upon her slow 
steam vessel, the Victoria and Albert, 
and 
the 
sailors 
barefooted 
in 
the 
shrouds, were by this tim e so cold that 
they refused to cheer. 


I felt that day that the queen w as the 
ruler of the land in everybody’s heart 
and the m inister the ruler in ev ery ­ 
body's head. 
H ence where the affec­ 
tions 
were 
engaged 
criticism 
was 
spared. 
The m inister w as assailed for 
everything. 


The sovereign 
represents E ngland's 
derivative righ ts and feudal glory. The 
E nglish h a \e regard for those regal a s­ 
sociations. The house of lords also rep­ 
resents the barons, who in the founda­ 
tion of the m onarchy drew their swords 
or as bishops elevated their crosses for 
the sovereign. 


In tim e the barons obtained rightn 
from the king. 
In tim e the people took 
p rivileges from both. 
Som e 250 years 
ago the crown w as sw ept aside, and 
parliam ent beheaded its wearer. 
To 
take the king's place a "protector" was 
created. 
H e m ixed m orals too much 
w ith governing, and the kinglv office 
w as restored, but the sam e questions 
cam e 
as 
before—nam ely, 
the 
k ing’s 
right to m oney, and to com m and parlia­ 
m ent, and to have his own w ay like his 
barbarous ancestors, the Bruces, Plan- 
tagen ets and Tudors. T hey were in ten ­ 
sified by the fact that the king, Jam es 
II., w as determ ined to change the re­ 
ligion of the country and m ake it con­ 
form to that of France, w hose m onarch 
subsidized and assisted 
these Stuart 
kings. 


F in ally the king of H olland, as w e 
m ay call W illiam of Orange. \<ho w as 
m arried 
to 
Jam es' 
daughter, 
w as 
brought into E ngland w ith his arm y by 
the rebellious P rotestan t lords and com ­ 
mons. 
The legitim ate king w as ex ­ 
pelled. and his son and his grandson 
were called "pretenders" and treated as 
public enem ies, though they had all the 
feudal rights to the crown. 


W hen the m ale line ran out of H an ­ 
over, as w e have seen, a son of George 
III becam e king of H anover again, and 
it w as his race whom B ism arck drove 
from H anover in 1866. 


The sister of O range’s w ife—Queen 
A nne—cam e to die, and the B runsw ick- 
H anoverians, 
or 
G eorges, 
took 
the 
throne. 
T hey 
are 
descended 
from a 
daughter of Jam es I. who m arried the 
Germ an count palatinate, and In V ic­ 
toria’s blood 
is 
that of W illiam the 
Silent and Luther’s protector. 


The nation, upon a real parliam en­ 
tary basis, stepped out of its feudal 
and proprietary abuses and has since 
been subject to respected extensions of 
the suffrage. 


A s V ictoria's first m inisterial friends 
were W higs, she had a bias /o r that 
party, w hich w as m odified In subse­ 
quent years, and she liked Peel less 
than 
Palm erston, and G ladstone less 
than D israeli. She also expressed a d is­ 
like to m aking poor m en pe'ers who 
could not m aintain the dignity of their 
titles. 
In m atters of this sort her posi­ 
tive refusal m igh t qualify the desires 
and n ecessities of a m inistry, b ut she 
knew very well th at the purs? strin gs 
belonged to the com m ons, and all the 
m inisters did their best to provide for 
her sons, daughters, son s-ln -law and 
grandchildren, so that she had sm all oc­ 
casion to be an tagonistic. 
She influ­ 
enced m any favors, such as the, ennobl­ 
ing of the poet T ennyson, who so often 
praised her and her progeny in rhym es. 


A lbert taught V ictoria to provide for 
dem ocratic or dark days by la yin g aw ay 
m oney. 
The royal and civil list took a 
large sum 
from 
the 
revenues every 
year. 
It w as invested in stocks, lands, 
w h atever would be guaranteed again st 
a rainy day.

som e others were free w ith their m oney; 
the queen a lw ays provident. She leaves 
a great private fortune. 


A s all acts proceed in E ngland not in 
the nam e of the people, but of the queen, 
V ictoria w as taken Into the confidence 
of the law -m ak in g powers, so that her 
inevitable assen t seem ed often to be a 
m atter of her own choice. 
B u t she had 
never but once, and that in a sm all 
m atter already related, show n the fatu- 
itous and futile obstinacy of som e of 
the Georges. 


She w as like the queen bee in a hive— 
necessary to the m ental rest and sa tis­ 
faction of them 
who work—and as a 
w om an (E ngland has a lw ays heen par­ 
tial to queens) she has given a softn ess 
and a chivalry, a sentim en t and a fru it­ 
fulness, to the sober and often hard a s ­ 
pect of the realm . 


T hat she possessed 
any exceptional 
m en tality 
w as never probable. 
sh e 
took rath er than gave advice and illu s­ 
trated the w ife's vow , w herein lies the 
secret of a w ife's hnppiness, to "love, 
honor and obey.” 
”1 am glad I am not 
descended from E lizabeth, but from the 
queen of Scots” sh ow s her respect for 
the abused w ife over the ab u sin g virago. 
She w as not a descendant of H enry 
V III., who executed his w ives, but of 
H enry V II and of Edw ard IV. 
F ar 
back in her origin whs the bastard son- 
ship o f D uke W illiam of N orm andy and 
before him o f K ollo and nam eless N or­ 
m an pirates. 


The extra cts I have given from the 
queen’s book are such as any young 
m iss m igh t h ave entered or an y plain 
w ife expressed. 
She did not challenge 
literary criticism nor pose for a m em ­ 
ber o f Sorosls. 
In that case she would 
have challenged com parison w ith C ath­ 
arine of R u ssia, M argaret of V alois and 
the other m an-w om en of history. 
H er 
kingdom and reign had p len ty .of liter­ 
ary ornam ents—George E liot, C harlotte 
Bronte, H arriet M artineau. The queen 
portrayed to every E n glish hom e the 
tender, affectionate, child-bearing w om ­ 
an, and th u s her exam p le upon 
the 
country h as been of the greatest Influ­ 
ence upon its dom estic civilization. The 
h ighest figure there 
Is still like the 
M adonna, she w ho evaded no responsi­ 
b ility of nature’s and by her fru itfu l 
w ifehood prolonged her years and lived 
to Eee her children’s grandchildren. 


Indeed the com p en sations for being 
queen of E n gland are not such as a 
frivolous wom an anyw here w ould long 
enjoy. 
She cannot flirt—the kingdom 
w atch es her. A w idow a t 42, sh e m ade 
no overtures vo m arry anybody. 
E ven 
her confidence In her old booby, John 
Brow n, w a s liable to be m isinterpreted 
by a low plane o f E n glish criticism . 
E very vote of m oney to her son s-ln -law 
w as hailed w ith a cry in the socialistic 
prints o f "another German ea tin g our 
bread.” A s has been show n, several a t­ 
tem p ts had been m ade to assa ssin a te 
her. P rivacy sh e can only have a fter a 
fash ion, and therefore hies to th e sparse 
p a rts o f Scotland often, w here th a cli­ 


m ate is cold and show ery. 
She cannot 
leave the realm at w ill any more than 
the queen bee can leave the hive. Som e­ 
tim es she went abroad incognito, well 
w atched, well begged from. 
H er girls 
were her treasures. 
H er boys w ent off 
and got their wives. H er eldest son was 
fond of free and 
vivaciou s com pany, 
and she saw m ost of him when he w as 
sick. 
H er length of life she knew m ust 
aw aken hard thoughts in them who 
would reign In her stead. 


She loved a g lass of beer, hut It m ade 
her fat. 
H er real home w as W indsor 
castle, an hour from London, am ong 
the bones of her predecessors—a dull 
little village dom inated by an old sion e 
palace, w ith a hard treeless stone yard, 
but relieved by an appendage of a fine 
forest. 
H er royal palace w as an old, 
stilted thing. H er draw ing rooms were 
held In an old, low, brick palace, like a 
stable. 


The best the queen possessed, next 
lo her fam ily and her education, w as 
the society of her distinguished su b ­ 
jects, who had som etim es read to her 
Tennyson. D ickens, Norm an 
McLeod, 
D ean Stanley. 


She refused to ennoble any m an of 
the art or literary fields whose private 
life wns tainted. 
A opotless walk, a do­ 
m estic diplom a, she 
dem anded 
from 
these. 
Her receptions were not sca n ­ 
ned like those of som e of our senatorial 
parvenues, to see if an y obscure per­ 
son got in, but the brazen and cunning 
and those who profited by low w ays 
were turned adrift w hen the lists were 
scanned. 


V ictoria’s reign has been great in her 
subjects. In Ressem er, Bulwer, Foley, 
F araday, 
Darwin, 
Tennyson. 
She 
stan ds above a galaxy of great gen tle­ 
m an like their tutelar saint. Her k ing­ 
dom has had unexam pled 
prosperity, 
and she had been opposed to war. 


W e are to m ention that V ictoria n ev­ 
er w as born to the crown and never 
w as m arried to a king. 


Her father w as a ruined younger 
son of a king; her husband the younger 
son of a poor German prince. 


She 
m arried 
before 
she 
w as 
spoiled, 
and 
her 
husband 
w as 
her 
own 
cousin. 
H ow 
m any 
private 
lives 
are 
there 
dem ure 
and acquiescent? 
She has proved that 
“the m eek shall Inherit the earth.” 


The wom an who paid her deceased 
father's debts In a spirit of honor he 
did not have becam e em press of 300,- 
000.000 of the oldest people and princes 
in the world. 


Had Victoria disdained 
her 
frlenu 
Leopold's advice to m arry his nephew 
Albert, the perils and flatteries of court 
society m ight have m ade her another 
Elizabeth, but she hearkened to advice 
and blessed the poor young m an with 
her hand and aw oke to the blessings 
of nature,in sm iling babes and the dlg- 
n ltv of a large m otherhood. 
E ugenie 
w ith one babe m ourns his barbarous 
death. 
Queen Isabella of Spain loses 
her crown and is an exile from her son. 
V ictoria, molded by the hand of love 
and husbandry, survived 
every

tem porary of her coronation and takes 
precedence of the wom en of the world.

A ction by the execu tive com m ittee 
of the national council G. A. R.. decid­ 
ing to hold the next national encam p­ 
m ent at C leveland instead of Denver, 
Is likely to cause trouble in passenger 
traffic. 
Roads of the Central P a ssen ­ 
ger associations territory, decided at a 
m eeting held in this city Decem ber 12 
to m ake a rate of one cent a m ile but 
Inasm uch as the change decided upon 
by the G. A. R. officials, takes the place 
of m eeting out of the Jurisdiction of 
the 
W estern 
P assenger 
association 
which had also made the sam e rate up ­ 
on the assum ption that the encam p­ 
m ent would be held in D enver, the 
w estern roads have already canceled 
this rate. 
The low est rate that will 
now be m ade for the encam pm ent from 
w estern territory w ill be one fare for 
the round trip; 
it m ay be one fare 
plus $2 for the round trip, or even one 
fare and a third. 


Inasm uch as Cleveland w as chosen 
as the m eeting place because the B u si­ 
ness Men’s L eague of that city had 
guaranteed a one fare rate the C leve­ 
land prom oters m ay have to face a ser­ 
ious problem in m aking good the d if­ 
ference because it is by no m eans cer­ 
tain that a one fare rate w ill be gran t­ 
ed. 
At anv rate the B u siness Men’s 
league will have to m ake good any d if­ 
ference that m ay and probably will 
occur on account of the action of the 
w estern roads.

holding that it w as to extend 48 hours, 
w'hile Mrs. N ation insisted th at the 
lim it w as 24 hours. 
A s no saloon were 
attacked this evenin g it is 
supposed 
that Mrs. N ation gave the chief's in ­ 
terpretation of the truce the benefit of 
doubt. 


At 10 o’clock tonigh t Mrs. 
N ation 
terrorized the saloon men again. 
She 
m ade nn address in th» Salvation arm y 
barracks In w hich she advocated the 
organization of an arm y to w reck sa ­ 
loons. 
She provoked her hearers to 
a high pitch of excitem ent and then 
m arched through the principal streets 
a distance of five blocks followed by 
500 to 
800 persons som e cheering and 
som e jeering her. 
W ord th at she w as 
on the streets w ent before her and ev ­ 
ery saloon light w as snuffed out and 
every door locked. 


B y the tim e Mrs. 
N ation reached 
the union station 1,000 persons were 
in the crowd, but no violence of any 
kind w as attem pted.

form alities. 


An Unusual Tribute. 


The h alf-m astin g of the national en ­ 
sign w as an unusual tribute 
to 
the 
m em ory of the deceased sovereign. 
It 
is said th at th is has been done rarely 
upon the occasion of the funeral of 
som e great w orld's ruler, 
but never 
before In the case of the death of a 
monarch. 


Secretary H ay, upon being assured 
through the physician’s certificate, as 
furnished him by the A ssociated Press, 
of 
the 
dem ise 
of 
Q ueen 
Victoria, 
prom ptly cabled the follow in g m essage 
to A m bassador Choate at London. 
"Choate, London: 


"You will express to Lord L ansdow ne 
the profound sorrow of the governm ent 
and people of the U nited S tates at the 
death of the^queen and the deep sy m ­ 
pathy we feel w ith the people of the 
B ritish empire In their great affliction. 


"John H ay.” 
The President’s Message. 
P resident M cK inley sent the follow ­ 
ing m essage of condolence to K ing E d­ 
ward VII: 
"Telegram sent from W ashington, Jan ­ 
uary 22, 1901. 


"His M ajesty, the K ing, Osborne House, 
Isle of W'ight: 
“I have received w ith profound sor­ 
row' the lam entable tidings 
of 
the 
death of H er M ajesty, the queen.

from the president to the new king ana 
from Secretary H ay to

C hoate w as delayed only long enough 
to receive the 
physician's 
statem en t 
announcing the dem ise 
of the 
queen 
and then they were sent forw ard at 
once and copies were furnished to tha 
press. 


A t the B ritish Embassy. 


The B ritish em b assy also received thu 
press new s and the royal standard fly­ 
ing over the em b assy building, w as, 
perhaps, 
the first In W ashington 
to 
sink slow ly half 
w ay down the tall 
llagHtufT, giving official notice to W a sh ­ 
ington of the sad event. 
The rapidity 
w ith which the new s spread w as re­ 
m arkable, and w ithin a short half hour 
the m em bers of the 
diplom atic 
body 
here began to appear at the B ritish em ­ 
bassy bearing cards of condolence. 


Another unusual m ark of the high 
appreciation of the worth of the d e­ 
ceased queen w as the action taken by 
the house of representatives 
in 
ad ­ 
journing as a mark of respect to her 
memory. 


N othing now rem ains to be done by 
tho United S tates governm ent excep t 
to send by the slow process of m ail tho 
form al expressions of regret which aro 
prescribed by international etiquette.

The news of Queen V ictoria's death 
w as com m unicated unofficially to tha 
senate. 
Mr. Allison w as recognized at 
once and subm itted the follow ing for 
which he asked im m ediate considera­ 
tion :

In the house of representatives con ­ 
sideration of the D istrict of Colum bia 
appropriation bill w as Interrupted bv 
Mr. H itt, chairm an of the com m ittee 
on foreign affairs, who offered tho fo l­ 
low ing resolution:

"That the president be requested to 
com m unicate this expression of the sen ­ 
tim ent of the house to the governm ent 
of G reat Britain. 


"That as a further m ark of respect to

house do now adjourn." 


The reading of the 
resolution w as 
listened to w ith Impressive silence.

THE WORLD LAMENTS A NOBLE WOMAN 


Cowes, Isle of Wight, Jan. 22.—Queen Victoria IB dead and Edward VII

The greatest event In the memory of this generation, the most stupendous 


change In existing: conditions that could possibly be imagined, has taken place 
quietly, almost gently, upon the anniversary of the death of Queen Victoria's 
lather, the Duke of Kent 


The end of this career, never equalled by any woman In the world's his- 


tory, came In a simply furnished room In Osborne house. This most respected 
of women, living or dead, lay In a great four posted bed and made a shrunken 
atom whose aged face and figure were a cruel mockery of the fair girl, who In 
1837, began to rule over England. 


Around her were gathered almost every descen'dantt of her line. Well with- 


in view of her dying eyes there hung a portrait of the Prince Consort. It was 
he who designed the room and every part of the castle. In scarcely audible 
words, the white-haired bishop of Winchester prayed beside her as he had 
often prayed with his sovereign, for he was her chaplain at Windsor. With 
bowed heads the imperious ruler of the German empire, the man who is now 
the king of England, the -woman who has succeeded to the title of queen, the 
princes and princesses, and those of less than royal designation, listened to 
the bishops ceaseless prayer. 


Six o'clock passed. The bishop continued his intercession. One of the 


younger children asked a question in a shrill, childish treble, and was Imme- 
diately silenced. The women of this royal family sobbed faintly and the men 


HOW THE END CAME. 


At exactly half past six Sir James Reid held up his' head, and the people 


then knew that England had lost her queen. 


The bishop then rironounced the benediction. 
The queen passed away .quite peacefully. She suffered no pain. Those who 


r.-ere now mourners went to their rooms. A few minutes later the inevitable 
element of materialism stepped into this pathetic chapter of international 
hirtory, for the court ladles went busily to work ordering their mourning from 
London.

The wheels of the world were Jarred when the announcement came but 


In this palace at Osborne everything pursued the usual 
course. Down In 


kitchen they were cooking a huge dinner for an assemblage, the like of which 
has seldom been kiiown in England, and the dinner preparations proceeded 
just as it nothing had happened. 


The body of Queen Victoria was embalmed, and will probably be taken to 


Windsor Saturday. The coffin arrived'last evening from London. 


An incident characteristic to the queen's solicitude for others occurred two 


dnys ago, when, in one of the intervals of consciousness, she summoned strength

It was thought that the queen was dying about 9 o'clock in the morning 


and carriages, were sent to Osborne cottage and the- rectory to bring 
the princes and princesses and the Bishop of Winchester to her bedside. It 
seemed then very near the end but when things looked the worst the queen 
had one of the rallies due to her wonderful constitution, opened her eyes 
and recognized the Prince of Wales, the Princesses and Emperor William. 
She asked to see one of her faithful servants, a member of the household. 
He hastened to the room but before he got there the queen had passed Into 
a fitful sleep. 


Four o'clock marked the beginning of the end. Again the family were sum- 


moned and this time the relapse was not followed by recovery. 


The Prince of Wales was very much affected when the doctors at last In- 


formed him that his mother had breathed her last. Emperor William, himself 
deeply affected, did his best to minister comfort to his sorrow stricken uncle, 
whose new dignity he was the first to,acknowledge. 


From all parts of the world there are still pouring Into Cowes messages 


of condolence. They came from crowned heads, millionaires, tradesmen and 
paupers and variously addressed to the Prince of Wales and the King of Eng- 
land. 


Emperor William's arrangements are not settled. His yacht will arrive here 


today (Wednesday) but It Is believed that he will not depart until after the 
funeral. Several other royal personages are likely to be present at the function. 


THE LAST DATS OF THE HEIGH. 


The record of the last days of the reign ot Victoria Is not easy to tell. The 


correspondent of the Associated Press was the only correspondent admitted 
to Osborne house and his interview with Sir Arthur John Blgge, private sec- 
retary to the late queen, was the only official statement that had been out. 
For several weeks the queen had been failing. On Monday week she summoned 
Lord Roberts and asked him searching questions regarding the war In South 
Africa. On Tuesday she went for a drive but was visibly affected. On Wednes- 
day she suffered a paralytic 
stroke, 
accompanied by 
intense physical 


weakness. It was her first illness In all her 81 years and she would not admit 
it. Then her condition grew BO serious, that, against her wishes the 
family were summoned. When they arrived her reason had practically sue 


cumbed to paralysis and weakness. 


The events of the last few days, described In the bulletins are too fresh 'to 


need repetition. At the lodge gates the watchers waited nervously. Suddenly 
along the drive from the house came a horseman who cried, "the queen Is 
dead," as he dashed through the crowds. Then down the hillside rushed a 
myriad of messengers, passing the fateful bulletin from one to another. Soon, 
the surrounding country knew that a king ruled over Great Britain. The 
local Inhabitants walked as If in a dream through the streets of Cowes, but they 
did not hesitate to stop to drink the health of the new monarch, 


PROCLAIMING THE NEW BULER. 


At the office of Lord Chamberlain, at St. James palace, of tho city re- 


membrancer, at the Guild hall and at the College of Heralds, tha 
officials 


were busy today even before the death of the queen was announced preparing 
for the formalities that will attend tho proclaiming of a new ruler of the United 
Kingdom and India. All the ancient gazettes, court circulars and other papers 
which describe the ceremonial of 1837 had been taken from the libraries that 
the officials might familiarize themselves with the forms of pngeantry whereby 
a sovereign is proclaimed. Tho city remembrancer said today: 


"It will depend on the pleasure of the,new monarch to decide how far tha 


ancient customs will be modified to suit modern methods, but In a country 
where precedents are so firmly adhered to as in England It may be 
anticipated that we shall follow closely on the acts which prevailed when 
the queen ascended the throne. 
The privy council, which Is a very large 


body, will meet at once at St. James palace where the form of proclamation 
declaring that 'We' etc., 'with one voice and consent of tongue and heart de- 
clare and proclaim the high and mighty, Prince Albert Edward', etc., 'who 
by rSfc death of monarch, has become our only lawful and rightful liege.' 


"This proclamation will give the new title the king may assume, but this It 


not yet announced to us. The proclamation will then be sent to the heralda

of the brightest days In Denver since 
the coal strike began. At noon there 
were 142 ears of coal in the South Den- 
ver yards, and it was with difficulty 
that the coal was placed with dealers. 
They said they were supplied with coal 
for the day. This floes not mean' to In- 
dicate that the strike, so far as Denver 
is concerned, Is over, but that there Is 
a feeling of momentary relief, and that 
the dealers are willing to buy only In 
small quantities In order that they 
would not have an over-supply .should 
the price go down. The Colorado Fuel 
arid Iron company thinks that the dan- 
ger of a eympathetlc 
strike in the 


southern part of the state is passed. 
The question now is, how long will 
Denver be compelled to burn soft Jer- 
sey coal. 


The legislative committee Is in session 
at Rockyale, Colo. It is said that morn 
than 200 miners are In attendance. The 
miners are testifying as to the scale of 
wages received at the present time, as 
compared with times past. 
Reports from Erie.fColo., state that 
as far as appearance* go the strike is 
over. The Lister, Tyron, and Long's 
Peak mines are taking out their usual 
supply of coal. All of :the mines, with 
the exception of the Carfleld, are work- 
in., and are paying the mill scale. . 
Reports from Marshall state that no- 
tices were posted today by the ope- 
rators of the Gorhara. and Industrial 
mines to the effect that the miners 
must either go to work or remove their 
tools.

A check welghman is also asked for 
by the miners. Judge D. C. Beaman 
of the Colorado Fuel and Iron company 
was present at the meeting, but was 
hot allowed to Interrogate witnesses. 
It will probably be late; tonight before 
the,work of-the committee Is finished In 
Rockvale and then the members will 
return to Florence and proceed to Wal- 
senburg and other points in the south- 
ern coal fields. 


An effort is b,eing:made by.thevunlon 
miners of this district to have Presi- 
dent Mitchell of the national union, the 
United Mine Workers ot America, in- 
tercede and call out the>mlners now>be- 
inR employed at the mines', near here 
operated by independent mine owners.

In RhuttlPK down these places it 
would work great harm'to Florence. 
M. D. Williams 'and George Wright, 
who have been supplying local orders, 
are now shipping every pound ot their 
product to Cripple Creek and it is un- 
derstood that no more coal will be sold 
here until the present trouble is set- 
tled. It is further understood that the 
mine operated by tRe Victor Coal and 
Coke company, at Chandler, will be 
closed down If the smaller ones are 
asked to. In case these places, the last 
resort Florence has for coal, are closed, 
the town will be up against a real scar- 
city.

Assumed Serious Aspects. 


From an incipient blaze the fire soon 


assumed serious aspects. The rear part 
of the building was soon ablaze and 
the fire spread to the Butler building, a 
new six-story structure, separated from 
the Grand Opera HOUPC building by a 
narrow alley. The Gifts Engine com- 
pany building, adjoining the Butlci 
structure, next caught fire. The fire- 
men worked heroically to subdue tha 
flames, concentrating their efforts tq 
confine the fire to the Grand Opera 
House structure. The Grand Opera 
building was formerly known as Mo-' 
zart hall, which had on tho third flooi 
an Immense auditorium in which many 
splendid operas and dramatic enter- 
tainments were given. 
The building had extraordinary fa- 


cilities for exit in case of danger, ex- 
cept from the gallery, having a wide 
hallway leading to Vine street 
and 


doors opening on Longworth street, In- 
cluding several doors from the stage. 
It is due to these conditions that the 
casualties list Is as small as It Is. At 
9 oclock the lire was still blazing furi- 
ously. Kvery available engine belong- 
ing to the fire department was kept 
employed to its fullest capacity throw- 
Ing water in the seething flame whllb 
the streets for squares in every di- 
rection were packed with spectators.

PHILIPPINE ELECTORS. 
Manila, Jan. 19.—The section of the 
municipal code relating to the quali- 
fications of electors was much discussed 
today before the Philippine commis- 
sion. The bill requires voters to own 
real estate to the value of five hundred 
pesos or to pay taxes to the amount of 
thirty pesos or upwards and be males 
upwards of 23 years of age who speak, 
read, and write English or Spanish. All 
are required to swear allegiance to the 
United States. 
Judge Taft. president of the commis- 
sion, promised to amend the bill so as 
to include men paying twenty pesos 
taxes. 
Buencamlno and other Federal party

ern Wisconsin In co-operation with the 
Wisconsin Experiment station. 
The plans for the work during the 


coming year Include additional Inves- 
tigations in California and Utah. The 
investigations so far have been only 
n restricted regions in different states 
and territories. It Is desired .that the 
scope of the Investigations be extended 
on the duty of water and water rights. 
It Is also desired to extend the inves- 
tigations to the humid regions, con- 
tinuing and developing enterprises al- 
ready begun and adding studies with 
a view to Improving Irrigation and the 
culture of rice and other 
crons in 
South Carolina and Louisiana. Also to 
extend the work so that the irrigation 
systems of foreign countries may be 
studied with a view to utilizing the re- 
sults of their experiments In our Irri- 
gated regions. It is also desired thai 
the problem involving drainage ahoulc 
be studied. • Drainage 
systems 
and 
laws are already needed In our Irri- 
gated, regions. These should be based 
on the experience already obtained in 
some of our prairie states and else- 
where. 


During the past year nine bulletins 
and reports on Irrigation have been 
prepared for publication in Prof. Mead's 
office, as follows:

"Rice and Future of Irrigation In the 
United States" (Tear Book of tile De- 
partment of Agriculture, 1000, pp. 691- 
812), la a concise presentation of the 
history, with brief statements regard- 
Ing some of the most Important prob- 
lems effecting further development of 
our Irrigation systems 
"The • Use' of Water In ' Irrigation" 
(bulletin NO. 66, p 253) discusses In 
detail the results of investigations oh 
the duty of water In eight states of 
the arid region. It records results of 
the systematic measurements of the 
amount of water actually Used on a 
large number of forms In widely-sep- 
arated portions of this region. This is 
the most complete collection of data 
on this subject ever published. 
"Irrigation Iri New-Jersey" (bulletin 
No. 87, p. 40), discusses the need of Ir- 
rigation In New. Jersey and reports the 
results of experiments at the station 
and at other places In New Jersey, and 
gives description and statement of 
costs of a number of small irrigation 
plants. 
"Irrigation In Hawaii" (bulletin No. 


90), discusses the principles of Irriga- 
tion, especially as applied to Hawaiian 
conditions on reports, the results of In- 
vestigations on Irrigation at.the ex- 
periment station of the Hawaiian 
Sugar Planters' association. 
"The Reservoirs 
of the 
Cache la 
Poudre Valley" (bulletin No. 92), de- 
scribes the system of storage . reser- 
voirs 'which have been constructed by 
private enterprises In this valley and 
explains the advantage of such a sys- 
tem In connection with rotation in the 
use of water In economy and effective- 
ness of Irrigation. • ' • 
A number of other documents. In- 
cluding a large report on the California 
Investigations are now In course of 
preparation. 


Senator Stewart has proposed an 
amendment to the Indian appropriation 
bill relative to the opening of Indian 
reservations to prospectors and miners 
of gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc and 
coal. The amendment has been adopt- 
ed by the sub-committee on Indian af- 
fairs and is now pending before the 
full committee* Should the amendment 
bo Incorporated In the Indian bill and 
become a. law, it will work a revolution 
In mining matters of the west. Some 
of the most valuable mineral prospects 
are known, to exist within the bound- 
aries of the various Indian reservations, 
notably In Arizona, Utah, Wyoming, 
and possibly In Colorado. Miners and 
prospectors are shut out from the res- 
ervations by the regulations of the In- 
dian department. 
It Is proposed by 
Senator Stewart's amendment that per- 
mission shall be given to exploit these 
prospects, and If mineral is found that 
the miners shall pay a royalty, to the 
government which will be used for the 
benefit of the Indians. It Is claimed 
by Senator Stewart and other western 
senators favoring the amendment that 
many millions of dollars are locked up 
In the vast solitudes of Indian reser- 
vations by the relentless rules of the 
secretary of the Interior, under which 
miners and prospectors are barred fom 
undertaking any mining operations in 
the Indian country.

Senator Hoar's bill for the suppress- 
on ot train robbery In the territories 
has been reported favorably by the 
senate committee .on judiciary, and Is 
one of the meritorious measures pend- 
ng which will probably become a law 
at this session of congress. In report- 
ng the bill the committee has elimina- 
ted the death penalty and It now pro- 
vides that the offense shall be pun- 
shed by Imprisonment not exceeding 
iwents- years, or by fine not exceeding 
five thousand dollars, or both, at the 
discretion of the court.

The recent decision of the Interstate 
commerce commission In the case of 
the Denver chamber of commerce vs, 
various railroad lines, affords an apt 
Illustration of the inefficiency of the 
aw under which the commission exists. 
Under this law, rulings of the commis- 
sion upon complaints ' made against 
the railroad company afford no redress 
to the complainants, even If the rul- 
Inurs are favorable to them. 
- 


Under the present law, as Interpreted 
by the courts, the commission has no 
authority to prescribe what the car- 
rier shall do, when It Is determined 
that It IB in violation of the provisions 
of the act, to bring It Into conformity 
therewith. The commission can go no 
farther than to condemn an existing 
rate or practice, when found upon a 
full hearing to be unreasonable or dis- 
criminative, and the carrier may ex- 
culpate Itself by maklng'a merely frac- 
tional change in the rate or a trifling 
variation in practice, which may afford 
no practical relief to the sufferer. Fur- 
ther, any order the commission may 
make, within its recognized lawful au- 
thority, it not complied with, can be 
enforced only by means of a writ of 
injunction or other proper process, 
mandatory or otherwise, Issued by a 
circuit court of the United States, up- 
on petition of the commission, or the 
party Interested, after hearing and de- 
termining the matter, such determina- 
tion being subject to appeal to the su- 
preme court ot the .United States. 


What Is .known as the Cullom bill, 
by which It Is'sought to obtain leg- 
islation whereby the decisions of the 
commissions may be made 
effective.

"The Lumber Trade of the United 
States." is the title of a monograph 
just Issued .by the treasury bureau of 
statistics. The lumber industry and 
trade. It finds, has within quite recent 
years changed from a. small scale of 
production to one In which machinery, 
a large outlay of capital and a far- 
sighted policy of development of prop- 
erties are becoming .controlling factors. 
This change is due partly to the growth 
of domestic demand and partly to the 
fear of prematurely exhausting 
our 
timber resources. The existence of sur- 
plus capital looking for new fields of 
investment fias had a tendency to eli- 
minate the small-scale lumberman;Jind 
the policy of European states In rigidly 
limiting: the annual cut of lumber to 
something like the rate of increase in 
the growth of forest has forced Euro- 
pean lumber-consuming Interests to 
come-to the United State* and Canada, 
especially'for hard woods and lumber 
for building purposes. As a-result, the 
foreign lumber trade of the 
United 
States has grown enormously. • Within 
quite recent years it has 
developed 
from a, local to a world wide, commer- 
cial movement. 


in the foreign trade, the Atlantic 
ports, the Gulf ports a,nd those on the 
northern Pacific coast have sharecT 
most liberally. More lumber is now be- 
ing shipped from these port* and from 
the country as a whole than at any 
previous time in the. history of the 
country. The total exports of timber, 
lumber and manufactured wood for the 
fiscal year ending June 30,190», amount- 
ed to »50.598,416. Imports of 
corre- 
sponding products, however, amounted 
to •120,591,908, showing a balance of al- 
most exactly $30,000,000 of'exports of 
this class over imports. 
About half 


of these Imports came from Canada, 
consisting mainly of planks, boards, 
logs and shingles as the four principal 
Items. Another principal feature In 
our timber Imports is the tropical tim- 
ber. Including .Cuban mahogany and 
cedar,. Mexican mahogany and cedar, 
and mahogany.from Central and South 
America'and Africa. 


The wooded area of the United States, 


according to the United States geologi- 
cal survey Is 1,094,496 square miles, or 
7 per cent of the land area,. 'From this 
landing supply of timber it is esti- 
mated that from 1,880. billions to 2,300 
iHIlons of board measure feet of lum- 
ber are available. The annual lumber 
cut has been-estimated "fop—the year 
1899 at 40 billions of B. M.-fe^t; that Is, 
we cut approximately 2 per cent of our 
national timber resources annually. Ot 
this cut 13 billions are credited to the 
ake -region, 10 billions to the southern 
states, six billions to the northwest and 
forth Atlantic .states, five billions to 
the central sates, four to the Pacific 
states, and two billions to the mountain 
states, according to the New Orleans 
Lumber Trade Journal. These figures 
are, however, only an approximation 
on the part of those familiar with the 
ndustry as a whole; yet they indi- 
cate that bur Umber supply Is not dis- 
appearing at an alarming rate, provid- 
ed the destructive waste'of forest fires 
can be prevented. The timbered terri- 
tory of the country covers'five differ- 
ent sections, from which commercial 
distribution Is made. Beginning 'with 
New, England, the output of Maine Is 
still the leading feature of this sec- 
tion; and the middle states, from the 
Adlrondaoks and northwestern Penn- 
sylvania; still supply a 
considerable 
market of more or less local character. 
The greatest areas of standing timber 
are found in the southern states where 
the long leaf and the short'leaf pine 
and the cypress are the leading fea- 
tures. In the lake region of the north- 
west, Including Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota, we have the largest 
output, where the white pine and hem- 
lock are the leading features. The Pa- 
clflo coast section includes the pine 
and .fir forests .of Washington and Ore- 
gon and the red wood of California as 
the leading'Hinds of timber. Tho Rocky 
Mountain states are as yet of subordi- 
nate commercial Importance compared 
with the .southern, northwestern and 
Pacific states. A comparison of south- 
ern'exports, of tjmber,- lumber and man- 
ufactures thereof with the total from 
the United States shows that southern 
ports furnish 88 per cent of the sawn 
timber exported; 81 per. cent of'the 
hewn timber; 74 per cent of the logs, 
etc.; 68 per cent of the boards, deals 
and planks; 77 per cent of the joists and 
scantlings; 61 per cent at the shingles; 
72 per cent ot the staves; 76 per cent 
of all other lumber and 19 per cent of 
the manufactured lumber—a remark- 
able exhibit of the progress 
which 
southern lumber products have made In 
our foreign trade. 
' 


On the Pac|flc coast lumbering on a 
large scale has been carried to a high 
degree of perfection, especially in the 
state of Washington 
In' the Puget 
Sound country, in Oregon on the Co- 
lumbia river, and in northern Califor- 
nia In the Eureka red wood district. 
In the distribution of lumber by water 


rises to the level of lumber prices in- 
discriminate cutting will be

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A Night Of Crime 


In Colorado City 


Trtday night was a/nlght'bf crime In 
Colorado;'City. There wag 'a- safe 
cracking and a .sand liagglng-, and a 
man who' gives his name as William 
Richmond Is In the coiihty Jail charged 
•with larceny. Early yesterday morn- 
Ing abdiit 2' o'clock Officers Gillan and 
Rowan' s&y thVee men'-whose actions 
were sueplclo'us. • The policemen • fol- 
lowed the men and, shadowed them to 
the vicinity -of :.the Christian 'church. 
Two of the men, went In "another di- 
rection ;and wjere 'not. caught although 
Officer Rowan. :trled tils best to take 
them.' The other 'man; however, ran 
Into a revolver In. the hands of Officer 
Gillan a«d wa's tbld to staqd and to 
do It quickly.. .He compiled with the 
command and just at that time Chief 
Blrdsall came on the Scene. The.man 
was .searched and two. cartridges were 
found In his pockets. The chief'asked 
htm where his 'gun was but the man 
refused to answer,- -Search, however, 
disclosed the weapon, which had been 
hid under the steps .of- the church and 
with It were some'burglar tools-and 
some canceled checks. The officer did 
not examine these very closely till yes- 
terday morning, and the man was then 
taken to the city jail and .locked up. 
He gave his name as William Rich- 
mond and the officers searched him 
three times before they found a small 
file sewed In his suspenders-and about 
$16.50 In money concealed around the 
hand of his trousers. Yesterday morn- 
Ing he was'taken to the county Jail. 


When Mr. Ott, of Ott fc Newell's gro- 


cery opened the store yesterday morn- 
Ins he found that' burglars had been 
there some'time In the night'and had 
secured about $43. . The money was In 
a cigar box in a desk drawer and the 
safe had been' left unlocked the night 
before. There was nothing of value 
in the latter except some.notes, which 
were in an mrter box, arid these had 
been taken, box and all. Some stamps 
were also taken from the desk. Thg 
burglars had 'gained entrance to the 
store by prying open a back window 
and after .helping, themselves. to the 
above valuables, unlocked the rear door 
and went out, leaving.the,tatter door 
open. The .robbery was '.not .discov- 
ered until.morning and. the;police are 
satisfied that the three, men they saw 
are the culprits.

robbed In the south part of town, across 
the creek. ' She said that three men 
had jumped on him. hit' him In the 
head, and robbed him of $15 in money. 
Mr. Groom lives near the Lutheran

very badly. 
The circumstances surrounding this 


robbery are very strange* and are be- 
ing investigated. by the police.

Pike's Peak Coal company thought It,had 
made an arrangement on Friday so that 
Its men would go back to work tomorrow, 
but it had not.- 


The whole situation is very strange. The 


employers and no one else seem able to 
get anything like a straight understand- 
ing of the situation. The men have a. 
union that has been organized 
some 


weeks, nnd they are out on a strike. They 
claim the union has nothing to do with 
tho strike and has not ordered it. That 
Is what the president said on Wednes- 
day. 


Mr. Curtis said yesterday that so far 
as ho was concerned there was no change, 
his mines are not. working, andj no com- 
mittee has been to see" him. He was 
busy paying oft his men that called, and 
trying to hand out such coal as he could 
get hold of.

The Pike's Peak Consolidated company 
said that Its mines are ready for work- 
men. 
There are about a thousand tons 


of coal knocked down by the machines 
and It awaiting loading. They do not 
want to go Into a row with the men, but 
the mines will be worked by somebody. 
A meeting of the men will be held this 
morning it Is thought. 
The situation la' likely to become bad 
for coal. Only five cars came in yes- 
terday on any of the roads, and none 
was. brought from north of town. 
Tha following staement was Issued last 


evening by the Pike's Peak Consolidated 
company: 
To the People of Colorado Springs: 
'In view of tho deplorable situation of 
the coal market and of the'fact that a 
coal famine seems very near at' hand the 
officers of the Pike's Peak Consolidated 
Coal company make this statement to the 
public In order that all may be apprised 
as to the exact cause for such conditions. 
About four weeks ago the miners in the 
coal district north of Denver made a 
strike for Increase -In wages both for 
machinery and 
for pick mining. The' 
Northern Coal company, who are the prin- 
cipal operators In that district, refused 
to accede to tho demand. About GO per 
cent of all coal moving Into Denver Is 
supplied by the Northern Coal company, 
this soon produced-almost a coal famine 
In Denver. The strike then .commenced 
to spread by sympathy to coal mining 
districts In which the miners have no 
grievances against the operators. Mines 
In Wyoming, Utah and In Colorado In the 
Canon City district and lastly in the 
Colorado Springs district were closed 
down without^any grievances having been 
submitted to the operators. . 


On December 31 a committee represent- 
ing, miners employed by the Pike's Peak 
Coal company waited on the officers and 
submitted a grievance as to the price of 
coal supplied by the company to the 
miners and requested a decrease in house 
rents and an Increase In the price per 
yard for driving entries. The company 
met the demands of the miners and the 
differences were satisfactorily adjusted, 
the miners 'stating they had no further

A SAD DEATH 


, •(From Monday's Dally.) 


Susan, the wife of Leslie, G. Carlton, 
di»d In this city at noon yesterday, after 


grievance against the company, 
was accordingly • resumed. 
One week ago the minors again quit 
work, this time without any committee 
waiting on the operators. The company 
had no official intimation as to why tho 
miners went out until Tuesday of this 
week when a committee representing the 
Pike View mine waited on the operators 
and demanded 40 cents per ton ,for load- 
ing after the machines, which amounted 
to an advance of 60. per cent above the 
price paid by the competitors of the Pike's 
Peak Consolidated Coal company In the 
Lafayette district .north of Denver, and 
as .an acceptance of the proposition-would 
mean practically the giving up of all com- 
peting markets to other companies the 
Pike's Peak company was compelled to 
refuse this demand. 
This increase In 
wages would necessarily have compelled 
an Increase in. the price of cool on the 
Colorado Springs i market. 
On the day before this dema>nd was 
made on the Pike's Peak company the 
.miners quit work on the other.'mines In 
the district where all tho work..was by 
hand and no machines were used. The 
operators made every effort to ascertain 
what was wanted of them In orden to put 
the mines* at work no grlevaricoflahavlng 
been submitted from the other miners and 
individual miners stating that they had no 
complaint to make against the .companies. 
It did not develop until Thursday.nmorh- 
Ing what was expected of the operators. 
On Wednesday evening a mass meeting 
of the district was held at Roswall and 
It was decided that the grievances of 
the miners were as follows: 
'~' . 
Increase in pick mining from w cents 
per ton to 63 1-3 cents per ton.- ^ncreasd 
in wages of track men and drivers from 
$2.50 to $3.00 per day. Increase of wages 
for top men from $2.00 per day to $2.6Q 
and the price of machine mining was 
again advanced .3% cents per ton to UVt 
cents per ton for loading after the ma- 
chines. In percentage this amounts to 
an Increase of 27 per cent for pick mining, 
20 per cent for underground day wages, 
25 per cent for top men and 78 i-3 per cent 
increase in the cost of machine mining. 
Representatives from the company ex- 
plained to the committee front the mines 
that their acceptance af this proposition 
would force the .company out of business 
as wo could not meet the competition of- 
fered by other companies' paying 25 to 73 
per cent less for the mining of'their coal. 
The officers of this company, however, 
expressed a willingness to meet the men 
and to confer further on the situation as 
the committee expressed a desire to be 
fair. They failed to return the next 
day to discuss tho matter and the- man- 
ager of this company called a mass meet- 


labor as the company's preference Is that 
the miners should , have a responsible 
union with which the company can deal, 
rather than to have to deal as heretofore 
with irresponsible Individuals. 
The Pike's Peak company expects to 
submit the entire matter to President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers of 
America for his opinion as to whether 
the company has been fairly treated. The 
company today at noon opened the Pike 
View mine upon the scale agreed at the 
last conference with the mine workers 
committee and now Invites all of its old 
employes and such other men as desire 
work to report at the mine at once. 
We know that our position in this mat- 
ter is right and a Just one ns between 
tho miners and tho public and having 
comtnonced operations we propose to sup- 
ply this city with coal If within the bounds 
of possibility. 


The Pike's Peak Consolidated Coal Co.

The statement of the Pike's Peak 
Consolodated Coal company In yester- 
day's Gazette has brought out a state- 
ment from the coal miners, which will 
he found below. It is the first omclal 
statement made and was authorized by 
a meeting held at Roswell last evening. 
Two meetings of the miners were 


held yesterday, one in the morning and 
another at night. 
Nothing regarding 


them la obtainable as the men do not 
talk of them, and naturally outsiders 
are • not admitted. 


Mr. Gehr, the president of the state 
association of miners arrived in the 
city yesterday and spent the day in 
consultation. He came from the mines 
south, but what information he brought 
was not obtainable. It Is rumored that 
they have not been having very great 
success In organizing at Trinidad and 
Walsenburg. 
The Pike's Peak company states that 
It will start the mine this morning. 
They had five or six men at work Sat- 
urday and eight more will be ready this 
morning. The company brought In a 
car of coal yesterday from the mine, 
the first for several days. 
If the weather keeps good the city 
can pinch along for some days. It was 
rumored last evening that the Rapid 
Transit company would have to shut 
down today because of the lack of coal. 
It was stated last evening that they 
have coal enough to last, until Wednes- 
day at least and perhaps longer. 
The statement submitted by 
the 
miners is as follows: 
Miners' Statement. 


To fhe Editor of the Gazette. 
In the Sunday issue of your paper 


•we saw and read an article written, as 
we believe, to mislead the public by the 
Pike's. Peak Coal company. 
In the first place we will state that 
these people either are not acquainted 
with the true facts In this case or else 
their object Is to raise sentiment under 
the guise of fairness.' But in all cases 
there are two sides and we intend to 
place matters before the public as they 
really are at the present time. 
We claim that our demands for pick 
work are Just. . We receive at the pres- 
ent time 50 cents per ton. We ask 
63 1-3 cents. Last winter coal sold In 
Colorado Springs delivered at $2.50 a 
ton.. This winter it is worth $3, and 
yet with the increased price of living 
we are asking too much. The expense 
of working these mines is a trifle com- 
pared with similar work In other sec- 
tions of the state, very little timber 
being used. The coal Is taken out of 
these, mines and placed on the Colorado 
Springs market at a cost to the com- 
pany of 95 cents per tori, the teamsters 
receiving but 46 cents per ton for de- 
livering coal to any part of the city. 
This would leave the operators $2.05. 
Take 10 cents for running expenses, 
which Is a good margin, and he has 
left just $1.95 clear profit. Now figure 
the Curtis mine at 400 tons per day, 
and then judge which is the side of 
justice and which the aide of oppres- 
sion. We believe in facts and.not in 
mis-statements to' the public. « . 
The Pike's Peak Coal company stat- 
ed through the columns of the Tele- 
graph that some of Its men were will- 
Ing to return to work If the union was 
willing. This was the result of a pri- 
vate meeting said' to have been held 
last Friday afternoon. We want to

Collection 


What Is done with all the knives, 


tools and other weapons that are cap- 
tured from criminals? What Is done 
with the rope and black caps used In 
the execution of murderers? 


These two questions no doubt arc 


often asked and could be answered In 
many different ways. One not acquain- 
ted with the methods used In the dif- 
ferent police departments could Indeed 
wonder where the thousands of revolv- 
ers, knives and other weapons are kept 
after they have been taken away from 
criminals. In different cities they have 
different ways of disposing of such 
things. Some cities keep a collection In 
connection with the "rogues' gallery" 
and other cities do not pay any atten- 
tion to this department of art and sell 
their mementoes to .some city that 
does. Colorado Springs is classed with 
the former lot of cities and the gallery 
of "criminal curiosities" which they 
have In the city hall Is the finest In the 
west, bar none. 
Here they have rope used to hang fa- 
mous murderers, knives that have done 
well known crimes, pistols that have 
been the cause of many deaths, and 
even Infernal 
machines. There 
are 
cards by the hundred, poker chips by 
the thousand, and keys and dice and 
razors Innumerable. Above the canes 
which 
contain 
these 
things, 
and 
stretching almost entirely around the 
room are hundreds of pictures of crim- 
inals. Every man who has been In the 
El Paso county Jail has his picture In 
the rogues' galery, and there are hun- 
dreds of others there besides. 
Mnnv years ago when L. C. Dana 
was sheriff and the town was but a vil- 
lage this collection 
of criminal curi- 
osities was started. Mr. Dana originat- 
ed the Idea and carried It into effect at 
no little expense to himself, for he had 
to nay for everything out of his own 
nocket. Of course weapons captured In 
the county were sent to the "gallery" 
without expense, but all pictures had to 
be natd tor at the rate ot 80 centa each. 
Certain prisoners In the state peni- 
tentiary have a photographic outfit and 
they take the pictures of the criminals 
in the "pen" and sell them at the 
above rate. This they are allowed to 
do by the authorities because 
they 
work overtime, and overtime pay Is al- 
lowed to all of the convicts. Mr. Dana 
continued in office for a number of 
years In one capacity or another and 
by the time he left the employ of the 
city and county he had built up a gal- 
lery that was. and Is, the envy of all 
western cities of any consequence. 
There were other 
chiefs 
after Mr. 
Dana and from time to time additions 
were made to the collection. 
When Chief John O. Henry was 
elected he at once took a great Interest 
in the collection and he has made more 
additions to it than any one except the 
man who started It. Chief Henry has 
been connected with the police depart- 
ment In this city for some, time, and 
knows the history of all of the articles 
In the collection as well as Mr. Dana. 
He tells some Interesting stories of dif- 
ferent crimes committed In and arounc 
the city, at the same time pointing out 
the weapons connected with them 
which adds a great vividness and reali- 
ty to ihe tale. 
The other day the chief was suffering 
with a severe cold, but he showed a 
Gazette reporter through the gallery 
and told of crimes dating from many 
years ago to the most recent ones 
The first thing noticed in the room was 
a curious contrivance of brass wheels 
and springs. 
"That is an Infernal machine," Bald 
the chief. "It was secreted 
in 
the 
basement of a cottage at Manltou Park 
In the summer of 1892 in an effort to 
burn the building. The thing went off 
and did a great deal of damage, bu 
the house was saved." 
Next to this Infernal machine was a 
bomb that had been .thrown in the rea 
of the city hall in 1888. The bomb a 
that time had a fuse attached to it, but 
before it went off the spark was extln- 
Kulshed and the bomb -was placed in 


an Juan country. He was hanged for | 
Is crime and that was the first and 
ast legal hanging In this county. The 
ollce In this city have a photograph of 
he man and n piece of the rope with 
••hlch he w«s executed. 
A number of years ago Frank Ather- 
on was robbed in his room 
In this 
Itv. H was on the night of December 
5. 1853 that two men entered his room 
nd bound and gagged him. They rob- 
:>ed him of his watch and other valu- 
ables, and all that he had to remind 
nlm of the Incident was a piece of the 
hent. He didn't appreciate this and 
0 gave It to the police and It now oc- 
uples a prominent place In the gallery 
'f .criminal curiosities. 
Probably two of the most desperate 


lesperadoes that ever visited this part 
if th° country were those by the name 
-Jf Star and Wilson. Almost everyone 
has heard of these two men at some 
1 me or other, but probably very few 
•emember that they were captured In 
his citv and that the police have the 
rons with which they were shackled 
vhen they were'taken to prison. The 
capture Was made by the local police 
on July 3. 189H. In another case there 
ore a number of bullets that 
were 
.ound In 'the KUIIB ot these twb desper- 
adoes, and they do not look like play- 
hlngs. 
In this case there are some 200 loaded 
dice and the tools with which they were 
oaded. The size of these dice run from 
a nuartor of an Inch to two inches and 
are worth all the way from a few cents 
to $12 a piece. They are made of bone 
and ivory and are loaded in two differ- 
ent ways, so that you can't win or so 
hat you can not possibly lose. Here 
also are some plaster and steel i dies 
used for making counterfeit money and 
also a sample of the work done with 
the dies. 
In onother case are some feathers 


with which Adjutant General Tarsney 
was tarred and feathered in the sum- 
mer of 1894. Many remember the cir- 
cumstance. A number of men had been 
arrested for blowing up property on 
Bull Hill and the feeling was very 
strong against them. General Tnrsney 
volunteered to come down here and de- 
fend them In the courts and,the ex- 
deoutv sheriffs, did not like It. He was 
taken from his room in the Alamo 
hotel and tarred and feathered. 
Above this case hangs a picture 
which is of Interest. It is a photograph 
of the first police force that the city 
ever had. It consisted of three men, 
the chief and two officers, one of whom 
wan L. C. Dana. The chief was John 
Beall and the name of the other officer 
could not be learned. Before this Ule 
town only had one "marshal" who was 
called when wanted and got paid when 
called. He was engaged In other busi- 
ness and did the police work on the 
side. This city was not large then, 
however, and did not need many guar- 
dians of the peace. That *as over 20 
years ago. 
The third case contains about 25 re- 
volvers found at different times on men 
who were searched in the,police sta- 
tion. They range all the Way from the

old-fashioned flint-lock pistol to 
most modern Colt revolver. In 
case also are hundreds of keys, and 
the chief explained that they had been 
taken from drunks and other petty 
criminals who have been atrested In 
the city. Whenever the 
police, In 
searching a man find a key that seems 
to be suspicious, they keep It and as a 
result collect a great quantity of them 
in a short time, 
The next case contains a set of burg- 
lar tools that Is known all over the 
United States as -the finest set ever 
caotured. It contains some ten more 
nieces than any set that has ever been 
captured In New TOrk, and the crim- 
inal who used -them was a genius. His 
name was Markle arid he was known to 
the police as "Gold Front Dutch." H 
was 
probably 
the 
smoothest 
safe 
cracker of his time. He -had his tools 
racked In a small traveling case, thai 
actually looks too small to hold one o 
the drills. The police have not been 
able to get the tools back Into the case 
and would not believe that they had 
ever been In there had they not thus

We' have even gone to the extent of of- 
fering to ship-every ton of coal mined 
to the. city, .of Colorado Springs for use 
In this city only. We have taken every 
step to Insure' a, supply of coal In order, 
to avert 'any threatened coal famine/ 
Colorado Springs has been enjoying coal 
at lower prices: than .any other city In 
the state, Taking the business of the 
coal companies year; in-and year out they 
have, been' operating, in this district with- 
out profits under, the price, heretofore paid. 
The coal industry of this district la a till 
new and great gums-have ba«n required, 
to equip the mines and,to Introduce the 
coal Into outside/markets where it has 
had to light Its.way, 
The situation now amounts to this, we 
have triad In every way to bring tha 
strike to a speedy and. satisfactory clpsa 


state to the public that such a meeting 
never took place. Their statements are 
false. They did ship in a few men to 
load coal after their machines at 25 
cents per ton, but they only worked for 
the company about eight hours, and 
then- struck because they could not 
even make expenses. In their machine 
mine they have from one to two and 
a half feet of slate.

Now this company says: "At any rate 
we will run our mine." We do not 
object to their operating their mine, 
but we would suggest that If they ex- 
pect to get coal loaded after machines 
for 25 centa per ton, that they get a 
machine also for this purpose, because 
nb miner can live on Chinese prices.

T NOON YESTERDAY the Coloradb legislature 


elected Thomas M. Patterson as the successor to 


Wolcott In the senate of the United 
Senator 
States. 


The result Is In no wise a surprise to the people of 


' the state as it has been quite evident for several days 
that the other candidates were not in the running. 


Mr. Patterson has richly earned this prize at the hands 


of the fusion forces. Indeed, he could not have been de- 
feated for the senate without great injury to the fusion 
cause in the state and such an example of party Ingrati- 
tude and indecency as tends not only to demoralize political 
organizations but also political morals.

HE WAY In which the sun will be eclipsed in this 


first year of the twentieth century does not differ 
in any essential respect from the manner in 
which similar phenomena have occurred through 


countless ages of the past. 


But the way In which the coming great eclipse of tho 


sun Is to be observed is something new and different from 
the past, and It is what we see and understand rather than 
what actually happens, that Is of Importance to us. ____ 


The eclipse will be visible to the best advantage in 


Dutch Sumatra, which Is an island in extreme southeastern 
Asia, near Java, a location until recently would have been 
entirely inaccessible for scientific observation. The eclipse 
will take place on May 18, and $10,000 has already been ap- 
propriated by congress for the expenses of a party of 
American scientists who will leave this country about 
February 10. They will be carried by an American trans- 
port from San Francisco to Manila and thence by war ship 
to Pedang, which Is on the coast of Sumatra, and from 
that place they will go by railroad some sixty miles into 
the interior to the place of observation. 


The party has been chosen by the astronomical di- 


rector of the observatory, Professor S. J. Brown, and Is 
to be under the leadership of Professor W. K. Skinner. 
It will consist of Professors Skinner and Elchelberger, 
Messrs. Jewel and Llttell, assistant astronomers, and *Mr. 
Peters, the official photographer, all of the observatory; 
Professor Barnard of the Yerkes Observatory, Chicago; 
Professor Humphrey of the University of Virginia; Pro- 
fessor Abbott of the Smithsonian Institution; Professor 
Mitchell of Columbia" Uhlversi.ty'and Professor Gilbert of 
Johns Hopkins. 


The eyes of these trained observers will contribute 


much towards the satisfactory observation of the phenom- 
ena of the day, but still more will depend upon the In- 
struments they carry with them. For the most import- 
ant observations the work of the telescopes will be super- 
seded .by that of the photo-telescopes and photo-spectro- 
scopes. By means of the former tho optical evidence of 
what is transpiring is registered with an accuracy and 
an amount of detail that is wholly put of the question 
even, with the best trained observers, while at the same 
time the record is permanently preserved and may 
be consulted at any future time with as much satisfaction 
as when first taken. By means of the photo-spectroscopes 
permanent records may be obtained of the spectra of the 
light of the corona, and valuable information secured of 
the composition and state of the matter by which it is 
produced.

ALBERT EDWARD. 


HE ELDEST SON of Queen Victoria is Albert Edward, Prince of Wales 


and heir apparent to the British throne. He was born in Buckingham 
palace, London, on Nov. 9, 1841, and is therefore in his sixtieth year. 


The remarkable executive ability shown by Queen Victoria, her con- 


tinuous good health and the strength of character displayed by her in both 
her political and domestic relations have resulted in keeping the Prince of 
Wales very much in the background and have made of him little more than 
a figurehead in English society. And if on the one hand is It urged that a 
person of high ability could not have been forced into the position he has 
occupied, it is evident on the other hand that a prince of inferior 
character would have found it impossible to have maintained himself in such 
a trying position with as much credit as this one has done. 


It is not easy to predict with any certainty what will be the course of a 


prince who becomes king, but the general opinion is that nothing sensational 
need be expected. Neither his age, his character nor his habits are such as 
to lead to the belief that he will undertake to "set the Thames on fire," or 
to imitate the career of his nephew of Germany. There are, to be sure, certain 
dark stories of folly or worse, and the attempt? has been made from time to 
time to explain the pertinacity with which Victoria has held on to the reins 
of power as due to her distrust of her successor. But the man who comes to 
the throne at 60 ought to have passed the follies of youth, while the temper 
and constitution of the English people are not such as to encourage experi- 
ments In autocracy on the part of their ruler. 


One of the interesting minor topics of the times is the name to be as- 


sumed by the new king on the occasion of his accession. .He may become 
Albert Edward I, or Albert I, or, as is regarded as most likely, Edward VII. 
The latter name carries back in English history for 450 years to Edward VI, 
who was the son of Henry VIII, and who at the age'of 10 years became king and 
died at the age of 16. The name of Edward is, however, a proud one in British 
royalty, the list including Edward I, (LongshanUs). 1229-1307, Edward II, 
1284-1327, deposed by parliament .and assassinated; Edward III, 1312-1377, he 
was father of Edward the Black Prince; Edward IV, 1442-1483; Edward 
V, 1470-14S3, murdered in the Tower.of London with his brother by Richard 
III. Besides there were two other Edwards in earlier English history known 
as Edward the Confessor, 1004-1066, and Edward the Elder, who reigned in 
Northumbria In 924. 


The Prince of Wales Is already a grandfather. His oldest son Albert, 


duke of Clarence, was born in 1864 and died In 1892; his second son, George, 
duke of York, was born in 1865 and upon the death of Queen Victoria becomes 
Prince of Wales. George's oldest son is Edward Albert, born In 1894. 


A safe king, probably a good king, possibly a wise king, but by no means 


a brilliant king is the prophecy that circumstances draw for the reign of 
Edward the Seventh of England.

After consulting' with many ministers of his 
tate this governor issued a proclamation calling upon 
ho people of Minnesota to assemble in • their various 
hurches on April 26, 1877, there to pray to God for de- 
iverance from "the pestilence that walketh in the dark- 
ness, and the destruction that wasteth at noonday." This 


reclamation created a profound impression

jenerally obeyed. On the 27th of April, the day following 
he period of fasting and prayer, says.Mr. Smith, "the sun 
hone hot and clear over Minnesota and an almost summer- 
Ike warmth penetrated the moist earth down to the 
arvae of the myriads of grasshoppers.

acts regarding such a serious matter, the story is of suffi- 
lent importance as a matter of history if nothing else to 
'arrant a careful investigation. If the facts can be estab- 
shecl as beyond question, tho incident is deserving of 
ermanent preservation.

THE SIZE OF THE ARMY. 


A 


BRAHAM LINCOLN'S remark that a man's legs 


ought to be long enough to reach to the ground 
applies with considerable force to the discussion 
as to, the size of the United States army. It ought 


to be large enough to serve the necessary purposes of an 
army. 


At the present time there is evident proof that 100,000 


men are none too many to perform the work now required 
of our war department. Many eminent Democrats ex- 
press the fear that at some time in the future that "number 
Will not be required, and that this country may suffer 
severely from a surplus of soldiers. 


Such a fear might be reasonable If there was not to be 


any Democratic party in the years to come, but we may 
feel certain that long before the army of 100,000 men be- 
comes a menace to our national welfare in any serious 
way, there will be enough Democrats left, if needed, to call 
attention to the impending evil and to lead national sen- 
timent towards its remedy. 


HE MESSENGER who conveys to Washington the 


result of the balloting of the presidential electors 
nudoubtedly has a "snap." The mileage not only 
pays all his expenses and permits him to be a 


spectator at an interesting ceremony, but oftentimes leaves 
a comfortable surplus. The result is that the position of 
electoral messenger is one that is eagerly sought. 


An amusing instance of this was recorded In Nebraska 


where six o£ the eight presidential electors were candi- 
dates for the honor and emoluments. After several bal- 
lots had been taken, one of the candidates proposed that 
all of the electors should go. He said that a-railroad 
agent had offered to take the eight to Washington for the 
amount of mileage allowed by the government. The Bug-; 
gestlon was approved. One of the electors was chosen 
messenger as a matter of form, the other seven were ap- 
pointed as assistants, and arrangements for the trip are 
now in progress. 


I VERY ONCE IN A WHILE someone writes an article setting forth 


the advantages that wotrld come from some form of 'union among the 
nations of Europe and the power that such a combination might exer- 
cise both in a commercial and a political way. It is a. significant 


feature of the times, too, that such discussions are no longer regarded entirely 
as the dreams of weak-brained theorists, but are receiving more or less 
serious attention from sober-minded statesmen. 


It is the success of the United States in developing its industrial ascend- 


ancy as well as its political influence that has forced Europe to consider this 
matter seriously, and if, as is supposed by many, the present conditions in- 
dicate a period of depression and hard times among European nations while 
the United States continues to enjoy prosperity, the subject will receive more 
attention than ever.. The opinion appears to be prevalent, and there are many 
good reasons for it, that 
there 
is 
already 
begun 
a struggle for 


commercial supremacy which will have momentous results.and ones that will 
be distinctly harmful to the nation that is vanquished. 
In many'Important 


particulars the United States has great advantages over the nations' of 
Europe. None of them possesses such a number of people of the same race, 
language and customs, none has the tremendous reserve force'that we possess, 
none equals us in material wealth, none is the occupant of such an area of 
land of equal average fertility, none can compare with us In richness of unde- 
veloped natural resource, and to make.all the advantages the more Intense, 
Europe struggles under a burden of aristocracy, royalty and militarism from 
which the .United States Is free. It is a question whether the United 
States would not,In .a few years be equal to a struggle with the combined 
states of Europe either In a business or a military way, and it Is quite cer- 
tain that no one of them could successfully compete with us^it present. 


It Is not surprising, therefore, that the possibility of united Europe should 


appeal to the imagination of her statesmen and enlist their/earnest thought 
towards Its accomplishment. The difficulties iQuthe way of such a scheme are 
not trivial. The differences of language, racSftcustom and thought are such 
barriers as have never existed in America, and more powerful than any of 
these in Its influence is the historic sense of nationality which each people 
has been accustomed to regard as one of its most valuable inheritances. The 
states of our union were able to fuse with comparatively little difficulty, al- 
though there was even then a strong local santlment that had to be over- 
come, and the new states that have been addftl to the original thirteen have 
been blended in the union without opposition. But in the case of 'Europe 
tho only idea of union that has ever made its way Into the minds of the people 
is of a union consequent upon the subjugation of one by another. The peo- 
ple of Europe can imagine that Germajty might 'conquer the 
other 


nations and hold them by the power of her army, but a fusing together for 
mutual Interest and protection is an idea to which they have not yet at- 
tained. It will Indeed be a powerfully constraining influence that will be able 
to bring them together In this way. 
• 
. 


Possibly the fusion might be. accomplished if it were not for another 


oven more serious difficulty, which Is that the nations of Europe do 
not 


possess a common Interest sufficient to bind them together In a struggle 
against America. The mere sentiment of continental superiority, the desire 
that Europe rather than America .shall be first In the world's inarch of civi- 
lization and trade, Is not sufficient. And the United States, drawing her popu- 
lation from all European reservoirs and pursuing a consistent policy 
of peace and good will, is more nearly kin to the nations of Europe and more 
closely allied with them in sentiment, than they are with each other. The 
United States and England are closer together than England is to any nation 
of continental Europe. The United States Is a better friend to France, o 
to Germany, than either can be to the other. We have no quarrel with Rus 
sla, and there is no good reason why that power should reverse her tradltlona 
policy of friendship and good will towards us. 


It is not likely, therefore, that the dream of the theorists will beconv 


a .practical reality and a threat to America in the near future. It is only 
when the presence of our competition becomes so great as to blot out radica

T IS A SATISFACTION to know that tho criminals In 


the Faterson case will be punished, even it the pun- 
ishment does not come to the full measure of what 
many persons must believe Is suitable to the crime. 


The verdict of murder in the second degree carries with 
it a sentence of long Imprisonment, and there Is good reason 
for the hope that under the New Jersey practice this will 
not be abbreviated to a brief term'of years. 


The verdict may be interpreted In two ways. Legally 


it represents the doubt In the minds of the jury as to 
whether the murder was tho result of malicious Intent. 
Practically, however, It represents, as most verdicts do, the 
result of a compromise. The Jurymen differed in .their 
opinion as to the degree of guilt. Some were of the 
opinion that the crime was murder in the first degree 
while others believed it to be a lesser crime. The drily 
possible basis of agreement was a compromise, and our 
system of jury verdicts rests upon the accepted belief that 
such compromise verdicts average nearer to strict justice 
than a result obtainable In any other way would do. 


OIL IN TEXAS. 


CCORDING to the news reports a remarkable oil 


discovery has been made in Texas, where a well 
has been opened that is loosely described as the 
biggest gusher in the world, and It is.believed 


that an important district has been permanently added' to 
the list of oil fields. 


Beaumont, the scene of the new discovery, is the 


county seat of Jefferson county, the most southeasterly in 
Texas, and the prospecting ground overlaps into 'Orange 
county to the north while some enterprising wlld-catters 
are already operating across the Sabine river In Louisiana.

The Romance of Achievement, 


(St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 


The career of Philip D. Armour, like 
that of two other men who died re- 
cently—Collls P.-Huntlhgton and Henry 
Vlllara—Is as full of marvels and ro- 
mance as anything related In Arabic 
legend. Armour, a poor, farmer's boy, 
crossing the plains; part of< the way on 
foot and part of it on a mule's back, 
reached the California gold diggings 
In 1850, when 18 or 19 : years of age, 
and hunted for gold with tens of thou- 
sands of other' adventurers. 
After, 
making a few thousand dollars;; and re- 
alizing that he might' be-able to do 
better in other pursuits -.than "In that 
of argonaut, he turned qastward, went 
Into the warehouse and grain, business 
In Milwaukee, and then- Into .pork pack- 
Ing, In which vocation he ^vas success- 
ful from the first, and quickly won a 
name which traversed the .globe, and 
gained a fortune which placed him 
among the dozen or score of the world's 
wealthiest men. Fork packing and the 
general provision business,-as devel- 
oped by Armour's 
foresight, energy 
and Intelligence, reached proportions 
of which nobody before his time ever 
dreamed. 
One day in 1861 Collis P. Hunting- 


ton, Leland Stanford, Mark Hopkins, 
E. B. Crocker and one or two others 
met in a'hotel In Sacramento and gave 
practical direction to the Influences 
which led to the organization of the 
Central and Union Pacific railroads. 
Huntlngton started as low socially as 
Armour. He,-too, had to struggle with 
poverty at the outlet and he also went 
to California In the early days of the 
gold fever, although he did not become 
a gold hunter. Asa Whitney had been 
urging the building of a Pacific rail- 
road -since 1840. Thomas H. Benton 
had been advocating it since 1846. Other 
publicists and statesmen had urged It, 
by pen or voice, for many years before 
Huntlngton's day. The California gold 
discoveries 
made a transcontinental 
road urgent. The civil war rendered It 
mperatlve for military as well as for 
social reasons. Dating from that little 
lathering in Sacramento In 1861 the 
Irst of the transcontinental roads was 
transmuted from the dream of enthusi- 
asts Into concrete reality by Stanford 
Huntlngton, Crocker, and the rest ol 
he California junta, supplemented by 
Oakes Ames, Sidney Dillon, T. C. Du-

What troubles and difficulties are yet 
to be encountered before a government 
s established In Cuba satisfactory to 
the United States cannot be forseen.

Apparently It does not occur to that 
critic that he is paying the highest 
possible .tribute to Mrs. Stowe If he Is 
correct in his judgment that she is re- 
sponsible for the civil war. There must 
have been transcendent merit In her 
work If she precipitated that • convul- 
sion. ' Unquestionably newspapers and 
novel" have had profound influence on 
the ci. .ent of history In more than one 
crisis. Bonaparte classed the London 
Times as one of the great powers of 
Europe. It was the New York Trib- 
une's 
"On to Richmond" 'editorials 
which aroused the sluggish McClelian 
nto action In 1S62, and sent him In the 
direction of Richmond._'•.But If Mrs. 
Stowe single-handed dld'Tifl this pres- 
ent-day novelist said sheftlld' she must 
lave had a greater Influence- on his- 
tory than was exertedlibynany. other 
writer of the nlneteenthftpentury any- 
where In the world. Moreover, if she 
did all this she ought to-be canonized 
the south, which has'been the chief 


beneflclarv of slavery abolition. 


The truth, of course; Is that "Uncle 
Tom's Cabin" was merely one of many 
Influences which, brought on .the wari 
That conflict would; have come even If 
Mrs. Stowe had, never been born, and 
probably It would :have come In '1861. 
Her book gave the •picture, of slavery 
which was in the northern mind, and 
the mind of the whole outside world, 
at that time. The present day belief 
Is that the picture was exaggerated In 
some particulars,' but it Is well to bear 
in mind that many persons who knew 
slavery as an Institution from the In- 
side bore testimony at the time to its 
accuracy in its general lines. Among 
these was Fanny Kemble, the actress, 
who married Butler, a young southern 
planter and slave-holder, and who liv- 
ed nar.t of each year for a dozen years 
In the south. The book had,a larger 
sale than any other work ever printed 
anywhere In the world except the'Bible; 
and sells today, though to only a small 
extent. Dramatized, it held.the stage 
fora third of a century. It was trans- 
lated Into all the languages of Europe, 
and into many of those, of Asia. George 
Eliot said that Mrs. Stowe "lacked tal- 
ent, but haa eenlus. Possibly this will 
be posterity's verdict.'

Henry Vlllard—railroad man, finan- 
cier, journalist ana scholar, who also 
started on the lowest round of the so- 
cial ladder—had the energy, foresight 
and enthusiasm of Armour and Hunt- 
incton, .with a greater versatility and 
broadness. When Samuel P. Barlow 
of Massachusetts, the man who In 1834 
first suggested a railroad across the 
continent, began to urge the construc- 
tion of a road to the Pacific, he had the 
more, northerly route in mind. Vlllard, 
forty years after Barlow's time, began 
to transform Barlow's dream into real- 
ity. After the financial convulsion of 
1S73 compelled Jay Cooke to abandon 
the project of building the Northern 
Pacific road, Villara. took:hold of the 
enterprise, pushed It to completion, and 
in 1883 opened the road to the Pacific. 
Some of the excursionists whom Vll- 
lara Invited to that meeting of the rails 
In that year out in Hell Gate canyon 
Montana, lacking their patron's au- 
dauclty and enthusiasm, assisted In the 
bear movement which sent Northern 
Pacific stock down and temporarily 
wrecked the man -who had created the 
road. But Vlllard was a seer, and the 
tripling which has taken place in the 
number or Inhabitants of the region 
between Minneapolis, St. Paul and Du- 
luth on the one side and Seattle ana 
Portland on the other, between 1883 and 
1900. has furnished a magnificent vin- 
dication of his foresight. Armour's, 
Huntlngton's and Vlllard's industrial 
and financial conquests, Illustrating the 
possibilities of advancement which 
America offers to daring,' sagacity and 
industry, constitute as picturesque and 
dramatic a tale as anything which 
nineteenth century fact or fiction tells.

He mixed morals too much 
vlth governing, arid the kingly office 
vas restored, but the same questions 
ame as before — namely, the king's 
Ight to money, and to command parlia- 
ment, and to have his own way like his 
mrbarous ancestors, the Bruces, Plan- 
agenets and Tudors. They were Inten- 
ifled by the fact that the king, James 
I., was determined to change the re- 
gion of the country and make it con- 
orm to' that of France, whose monarch 
ubsldlzed and assisted these 'Stuart 
kings. 


Finally the king of Holland, as we 


may call William of Orange, who was

irought Into England. with his army by 
he rebellious Protestant lords and com- 
mons. The legitimate king was ex- 
pelled, and his son and his grandson 
were called "pretenders" and treated as 
public enemies, though they had all the 
eudal rights to the crown. 
When the maU; line ran out of Han- 
over, as we have seen, a son of George 
I became king of -Hanover again, and 
t was his r.ace whom Bismarck drove 
from Hanover In 1866. 


The sister of Orange's wife — Queen 


Anne — came to die; and the Brunswick- 
ianoverlans, . or Georges, took th 
hrone. They are descended from i 
laughter of James I. who married the 
German count palatinate, and In Vlc 
orla's blood Is that of William the 
Silent and Luther's protector.

Quick Manifestation of Sympathy and 


Regret at Queen's Death. 


PROMPT OFFICIAL EXPRESSION 


The President and Secretary Hay 


Sent Messages—Resolutions In 


Senate and House. 


Washington, Jan, 22.—Four days of 


anxiety had in a large measure pre- 
pared official Washington for the news 
which was flashed across the cable this 
afternoon of the death of the queen of 
England. So It happened that all things 
that could be decently done In antici- 
pation of the sad end had been dis- 
posed of and all was in readiness for 
the execution of the formalities which 
are indispensable to such events. 


While the cabinet was in 
session 


during the noon hour the president and 
his advisers were In receipt from time 
to time of all the news which came 
from Osborne house so when the end 
came later In the afternoon, it found 
appropriate messages of condolence 
framed and even orders ready for the 
execution looking to the half-masting 
of the flags over the executive depart- 
ments and the carrying out of the usual 
formalities. 


An Unusual Tribute. 


The half-masting of the national eti- 


slgn was an unusual tribute to the 
memory of the deceased sovereign. It 
Is said that this has Veen done rarely 
upon the occasion of the funeral of 
lome great world's ruler, but never 
before In the case of the death of a 
monarch. 


Secretary Hay, upon being assured 


through the physician's certificate, as 
furnished him by the Associated Press, 
of 
the 
demise of Queen 
Victoria, 


promptly cabled the following message 
to Ambassador Choate at London. 
"Choate, London: 


"You will express to Lord Lansdowne 


the profound sorrow of the government 
and people of the United States at the 
death of the^ queen and the deep sym- 
pathy we feel with the people of the 
British empire In their great-affliction.

The President's Message.

and then they were sent forward at 
once and copies were furnished to the 
press. 


At the British Embassy. 
The British embassy also received thn 
press news and the royal standard fly- 
ng over the embassy building, was, 
perhaps, the first In Washington to 
sink slowly half way down the tall 
lagataff, giving official notice to Wash- 
ngton of the sad event. The rapidity 
with which the news spread was re- 
markable, and within a short half hour 
the members of the diplomatic body 
lere began to appear at the British em- 
bassy bearing cards of condolence. 
Another unusual mark of the high 
appreciation of the worth of the de- 
ceased queen was the action taken by 
:he house of representatives 
In 
ad- 
lournlng as a mark of respect to her 
memory. 
Nothing now remains to be done by 
the United States government except 
to send by the slow process bf riiall the 
formal expressions of regret which are 
prescribed by international etiquette. 


Senate Action. 


The news of Queen Victoria's death 
was communicated unofficially to tha 
senate.

For the llrst time since the election 


there has been a reaction In the stock 
market. Tho movement has been attend- 
ed by a decrease ot activity on the stock 
exchange and public Interest In specula- 
tion 1ms materially decreased. The money 
market, it may be, noted, though showing 
no particular change in rates, has a ten- 
dency to become easier, as funds are 
flowing to New York on a very large scale 
and further heavy accumulations In the 
banks will, It Is expected, bo seen between 
the present time and early spring. The 
money market, has shown ' almost com- 
plete indifference to the shipments of }!,- 
000,000 gold to Paris, the .feeling being that 
the loss of from HO.000,000 to $15,000,000 
gold would, under the present circum- 
stances, involve no change \n the ease 
of money in the New York market. So far 
as railroad properties are concerned the 
increases In earnings are keeping up, 
and further favorable developments are 
looked for, in spite'of the fact that, ac- 
cording to all appearances the street was 
greatly misled of the anticipations of a 
deal Involving change In control of the 
St. Paul and Its lease to the Great North- 
ern and Northern Pacific; Expectations 
of the Immediate return of dividends on 
Erie flrst preferred have also been nega- 
tived and there has also been decrease of 
confidence regarding the effects of new 
developments In the coal road situation 
on the earnings of dividends of the Read- 
Ing company. For this reason a good 
deal of speculative selling by disappoint- 
ed holders 1ms occurred in the Reading 
and Erie issues, as well as' in St. Paul 
and the Pacific stocks, the decline In 
these securities carrying down the gen- 
eral list with it. At the same time it Is 
generally admitted that tho market has 
become rather extended, a great many se- 
curities being hold on weak margins, 
thereby rendering a liquidation of such 
stocks inevitable. Certain large specu- 
lators are credited with having taken a 
bearish position and there has undoubted- 
ly been a good deal of short selling. The 
largo banking and other Interests identi- 
fied with railroad properties have not 
been settled to any extent but they have 
not except In a few instances shown much 
Inclination to-protect their properties In 
the face of renewed disposition of the 
public to liquidate. The downward move- 
ment failed In force as the week progress- 
ed, although it may be said that the street 
as a whole Is not inclined to consider 
that tho bull market is over or to look on 
tho current demonstrations as more than 
a temporary and, on the whole, a healthy 
reaction.
